ALBANY, New York City 
Bingle-Headed was 
taken up by the Assembly Committee on 
the Affairs of Cities to-day and reported 
out favorably without amendment by a 
vote to 3. The vote on the bill was 
on strict party lines. All the Republicans 
on the committee voted to report it with 
the exception of Messrs. O'Malley, M. E. 
Lewis, and Cotton, who were absent. The 
Republicans who voted for the bill were 
Messrs. Kelsey of Livingston, De Graw of 
Kings, Davis of New York, Burnett of On- 
tario, Seymour of New York, Hammond of 
Onondaga, and Ross of Albany. The Dem- 
ocrats who voted against the bill -were 
McKeown of Kings, Bradley of Erie, and 
Fitzgerald of New York. 

Chairman in explanation of the 
fact that no hearing on the bill had been 
given, said none had been asked for. Mr. 
Kelsey said he was opposed to the proposed 
Democratic amendment for a trial board for 
offenders of the Police Department. Such 
an amendment, he said, would rob the bill 
of its effectiveness. 

The Senate Committee on Cities also took 
@p the bill in an informal way. Senator 
Grady said there need be no hope of Dem- 
ocratic support for the bill unless it was 
@mended. The amendments which the Dem- 
@crats desire are to have the provision giv- 
fing the Governor the power of removal 

, @tricken out, and a provision inserted for 
@ trial board for all members of the de- 
Partment arraigned for offenses. 

When the Senate committee had ad- 
Journed Chairman Stranahan made a sig- 
nificant statement. He said: ‘‘ There has 
been no application for a hearing on the 
ew York Police bill, and consequently no 
date for a hearing has been set. I under- 
stand that the objections are minor ones. 
{We hope to amend the bill so that it will 
conform to the ideas of all. There may 
be no hearing on the measure. for the 


emended bill may meet with general ap- 
proval.” ‘ 

A high authority on the proposed police 
legislation for New York City, in speaking 
to-day of the bill now before the Legis- 
lature, said: 

“When the necessity for reform in the 
police system of New York was first con- 
sidered a proposition was advanced to have 
a bill which would provide for three Com- 
missioners for a term of one year. These 
proposed Commissioners, one of whom was 
to be an army officer, one a lawyer, and 
one a man of affairs representing the 
Governor, were to be intrusted with the 
work of thoroughly reorganizing the Police 
Department. When they had completed 
their work, for which they were to be al- 
lowed a year’s time, they were to go out 
of office, and then a single Commissioner 
‘was to be appointed by the Mayor. The 
idea was to get the Police Department in 

ood shape and then to put it up to the 

ayor to keep it in that condition by hav- 
ing a single Commissioner, subject to his 
authority.” 

Why this plan was not adopted the gen- 
tleman did not divulge. But, taken in con- 
nection with the statement of Senator 
Stranahan, the assertion of the authority 
quoted has created an impression that per- 
haps the bill reported by the Assembly | 
Committee on the Affairs of Cities to-day 
may be so amended on the floor of the 
Assembly and Senate that Tammany may 

e@ deprived of the issue of home rule, 
which the Tammany leaders are now seek- 
ing to raise out of the Police bill in its 
present form. 

Gov. Odell is said to favor two amend- 
ments to the bill. One is to provide that 
a Commissioner removed by the Governor 
cannot be reappointed; the other is that 
when the Governor removes a Commission- 
er, the Commissioner's successor must be 
appointed without delay. 

ome comment having been made relative 
to the fact that Jacob A. Cantor introduced 
a bill for a single-headed Police Depart- 
ment for New York City in 1898, a copy of 
the bill has been obtained and is interesting 
in view of the present agitation, and the 
further fact that at that time the scheme 
Was repudiated by both parties. The bill 
rovided that the Police Commission in of- 
ice in New York City at the time of the 
enactment should cease to exist on Aug. 
15, following, and that the control of the 
Police Department of that city should 
hereafter be administered by a _ single- 
aded commission, to be known as “* Com- 
ssioner of Police.’’ The Mayor of New 
ork City was authorized to appoint the 
Commissioner of Police and his successors, 
nd the term of office of each appointee 
was fixed at two years, and the salary at 
$7,500 per year. 
he Mayor was also directed to appoint a 
ef of Police, who could be removed from 
ce by the Mayor, but for cause only. 
salary was to be $10,000 per year. All 
fs after the first were to be taken from 
ng the members of the police force 
ve the grade of Sergeant. Each Chief 
was to be retired when he reached sixty- 
five years of age. 

The Chief of Police was gives power to 
ret his deputy, to hold office at his 
pleasure, but he was to be selected from the 
members of the force above the rank of 
Sergeant, and upon his retirement from the 
deputyship be returned to the rank he held 

or to his appointment. His salary was 

xed at $5,000 

The Chief of Police was to be the head of 
the ce force and to be held responsible 
for its efficiency and discipline and for the 
preservation of order and the prevention 
of crime and apprehension of offenders 
within the City of New York. He was 
Vested with power to appoint all members 
of the police force and to make all promo- 
tions and changes and to suspend any mem- 
ber of the force for cause, but the latter 
‘were to be given a trial on the charges be- 
fore the Commissioner of Police who is 
given power to reinstate him. 

The Chief was given authority to raid 
gambling and other unlawful houses and to 
enter the same for the purpose of raiding if 
two or more holders reported to him in 
writi that there were good grounds for

ALBANY, Jan. 15.—No date was fixed for

talo, asked the committee to fix a date for 
a hearing, but, owing to the absence of As- 
semblyman Schneider, the introducer of the 
measure, Chairman Kelsey refused to grant 
the request. It is expected that a hearing 
will be held in the very near future.

DANGERS OF THE “ SALT CURE.” 


Chicago Doctor Says Self-Treatment 
Will Lead to the Prevalence 
of Scurvy. 
Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 15.—Physicians through- 
out Chicago are complaining that an “ epi- 
demic of salt.’’ has broken loose. They 
say these days when they are called to at- 
tend a patient about the first thing they 
hear is, *‘ Doctor, don't you think an in- 
jection of salt would cure me?”’ 

This is attributed to the recent agitation 
of the merits of salt solution as given pub- 
licity through the scientific discoveries re- 
cent!y made by Prof. Loeb of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. Dr. Elmer E. Prescott 
to-day expressed the opinion that so prev- 
alent had become the idea that salt would 
cure any ailment, that if the public was 
not put on its guard the whole city would 
be suffering from scurvy inside of six 
months. Dr. Prescott said: 

**T was called some days ago to attend a 
woman suffering from scurvy. She had 
been complaining for several years of a 
nervous trouble; some time ago she read 
of the discovery of the ‘ Elixir of Life’ in 
the common table salt. She immediately 
began putting salt into her drinking water 
and eating salted meats. She began to 
get weak rapidly, her limbs became very 
tender to the touch, and finally the hemor- 
rhagic stage of the disease made its ap- 
pearance under the skin and in the con- 
nective tissues of the body, having very 
much the appearance of the black and blue 
spots following an injury.” 


NATIVE ART NOT ENCOURAGED. 


J. H. Twachtman Says Students Re- 
turn from Europe to Find Galleries 


Full of Foreign Pictures.

CHICAGO, Jan. 15.—'‘ You give your art- 
ists prizes and scholarships and send them 
to Europe prepared for carrying on their 
studies. When they return to America they 
find the walls of your galleries covered by 
foreign masters. They find no place for 
themselves.”’ 

This was the burden of John H. Twacht- 
man’s finat lecture at the Art Institute, 
given yesterday afternoon. Conditions, he 
said, were discouraging to local artists 
and not at all likely to develop native tal- 
ent. American art institutes in general, 
and the Chicago Art Institute in particu- 
lar, did not sufficiently recognize and sup- 
port their Alumni, as the French schools 
did.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Jan. 15,—At a 
meeting of the Yale College Church to- 
night a resolution was introduced by Prof. 


George T. Ladd greatly broadening the 
scope of the institution and reorganizing 
it to take in all students professing any 
Christian faith instead of as now, simply 
Congregationalists.

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ARMY OF VIGILANTES 
TO PURIFY THE CITY 


Is Being Organized in Accordance 
with Bishop Potter’s Plan. 


Will Number 5,000 Workers, It Is Said— 
Reform Bodies to Meet in 
Conference To-day. 


It was learned yesterday, although Bishop 
Potter declined to discuss the matter, that 
his plan to form a large vigilance com- 
mittee, as suggested by him in his recent 
address on ‘‘ God and the City,’’ at a noon- 
Gay meeting in St. Paul's Chapel, has taken 
firm root and that such a committee has 
been organized and will be ready for active 
work very shortly. It is said the commit- 
tee will number 5,000 members. 

Chairman William H. Baldwin, Jr., of 
the Committee of Fifteen, and Prof. 
Charles Sprague Smith, one of its mem- 
bers, both criticised the plan adversely, 
saying that in such a large body there 
would be many young men who would be 
apt to be led into evil ways through con- 
tact with the city’s wickedness. 

Bishop Potter, when this was brought to 
his attention last evening, said: 

“First get your facts—then moralize. 
The statement that I have formed, am 
forming, or am going to form any such 
committee as these gentlemen so freely 
criticise is entirely apocryphal.” 

“ But do you know of any such commit- 
tee being formed?” he was asked. 

“Ah, that’s another question,’’ was the 
reply.

CHINA’S SEAL ON THE NOTE. 


Ching Goes to Forbidden City to Obtain 
It—Gov. Yuan Ordered to Assist 
in Peace Negotiations. 

PEKING, Jan. 15.—Prince Ching and his 
staff were a long time in the Forbidden 
City to-day. Accompanied by the chief 
eunuch, they saw a woman servant guard- 
ing the imperial seal. She produced the 
seal, the papers were sealed in her pres- 
ence, and then the seal was returned. 

Owing to the lateness of the hour the pa- 


pers thus sealed will not be presented to 
the foreign envoys until to-morrow. 

In the American district a Chinese court 
or justice will come into being and opera- 
tion to-morrow. The death penalty may be 
inflicted for murder, manslaughter, at- 
tempted murder, robbery, counterfeiting, 
looting, and burglary. It may also be in- 
flicted upon those known to have been 
Boxers who have doné injury to life or 
property. Other punishments, like whip- 
ping, imprisonment, and the imposition of 
fines, can be inflicted. 

SHANGHAI, Jan. 15.—Yuan-Shi-Kal, 
Governor of the Province of Shan-Tung, 
has been ordered to proceed to Peking to 
assist in the peace negotiations; but fe is 
expected here that he will decline to go. 


SAVES A TRAIN BY SLEEPING. 


If Operator Had Been Awake There 
Would Have Been a Wreck.

CLARKSBURG, West Va., Jan. 15.— 
William Browne, night operator at Flem- 
ington, a point on the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad, went to sleep at his post at 4 
o'clock this morning, and his nap prevented 

a frightful wreck. 
The New York Flyer passed a fast freight 
at Flemington at the hour named. The 


freight took the siding on time, and Browne 
went to sleep. Engineer Pat Flannery of the 
flyer, when half a mile away, noticed the 
red light and whistled for a clear track. 
The operator slept on and Flannery put on 
the air, wondering why the red block did 
not drop. As his train got down to a ten- 
mile gait it swerved on to the siding and 
banged the freight train. Flannery had 
two ribs broken, but no one else was hurt. 

The freight brakeman had failed to close 
the switch after his train took the siding. 
Had the operator been awake he would 
have given a clear track signal and the 
flyer would have hit the freight at sixty 
miles an hour, down grade. 


THIEF AT CASINO BOX OFFICE. 


Smashed the Window and Grabbed at a 
Pile of Bills. 


Detectives of the West Thirtieth Street 
Station were scouring the Tenderloin last 
night for a well-dressed man who made a 
desperate attempt to rob the Casino box 
office early in the evening. The would-be 
robber arrived at the theatre at about 6:30 


o'clock and found the box office window 
closed, but a big pile of bills was lying 
within tempting distance inside the glass. 
He broke the pane with his elbow and 
grabbed for the money, but Gilbert Gordon, 
an employe of the house, who was stand- 
ing in the Laney. jumpec for him, and the 
man ran and lost himself in the passing 
crowds on the sidewalk. 

Assistant Treasurer Dunlevy had been 
selling tickets all the afternoon, but had 
one to dinner a few minutes before, leav- 
ng Gordon in charge.

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COL. ROOSEVELT IN DANGER. | VENEZUELA SEIZES SHIPS 


Falls While Fleeing from a Wounded 
Bear, but His Companions 
Kill the Brute.

MEEKER, Col., Jan. 15.—An_ unlucky 
stumble all but placed Col. Roosevelt with- 
in the grasp of a Rocky Mountain grizzly 
yesterday, but the coolness of the New 
Yorker and the persistency of his compan- 
ions’ fire served to win for them another 
trophy. After slaying the lion Saturday 
morning the party proceeded to the Key- 
stone Ranch. Monday morning saw them in 
the saddle and ready for the first onslaught 
on Coyote Basin. Dr. Webb rode into Meek- 
er to-day and detailed the second advent- 
ure, 

“It was still quite early in the morn- 
ing when we entered the basin,”’ said 
he. ‘ Goff assured us that we would stand 
an excellent chance at that time if bears 
were around, We had hardly ridden a 
quarter of a mile when Goff called our 
attention to a huge brute lumbering un- 
steadily up Miniature Canon to one side. 
We dashed up the rocks, dismounted, and 
resumed our pursuit on foot. MHastily the 
Colonel took a shot, The bear but moved 
faster. Roosevelt was wild with enthu- 
isasm, and despite the guide’s warnings, 
dashed ahead of us all. 

“The bear had now almost reached the 
head of the canon and there was no escape 
except by scaling the cliff. Roosevelt's 
last shot stung him, and rearing on his 
hind legs and snarling fiercely, he started 
toward ‘ Teddy.’ ‘Run, Colonel!’ yelled 
Goff, for the bear was mad and his 
twelve hundred odd pounds were fairly 
quivering with rage. Roosevelt took 
another shot, but the bear was now under 
full swing and coming with speed. 

“One more shot and then Roosevelt 
turned to flee, but to our horror he stum- 
blea and fell sprawling. I took careful 
aim and fired, but still he came; Goff\ran 
forward and shot, and Roosevelt scram- 
bled to his feet with the brute 15 feet 
away. He coolly turned and fired again 
and stopped the animal. A fusillade from 
all followed, and with a kast stagger 
toward us the game old animal lay down 
and died.’’ 


ABSCONDER STOLE $250,000. 


Was Confidential Clerk in a Wholesale 
House in This City. 


Acting under instructions from Chief of 
Detectives George F. Titus, Scotland Yard 
officials will arrest to-day in Liverpool as 
he steps off an incoming steamer, the de- 
faulting confidential clerk of a large whole- 
sale house on Walker Street, who is said 
to have gotten away with $50,000 of the 
firm's funds at the time of his flight, and 
to have embezzled nearly $200,000 before 
he was even suspected. 

Assistant District Attorney Gans obtained 
from Judge Cowing, in General Sessions, 
yesterday a warrant for the defaulter’s ar- 
rest. The Grand Jury had his case on the 
calendar yesterday, but it was not con- 
sidered, and no indictment against him was 
handed up. 

The utmost secrecy is being observed 
about the case by Capt. Titus and District 
Attorney Philbin. Beyond admitting that 
there is such a case they will make no de- 
tails publ.c, and refuse to give even the 
name of the defaulter, the name of the boat 
he sailed on, or the name of his employers. 

Mr, Philbin said that the defalcation 
Was such a large one and the case so im- 
portant that he did not feel at liberty to 
discuss it at this time. F 

Capt. Titus states that the case is one of 
the largeat he has had since assuming 
sharge of the Detective Bureau. The clerk 
for a long time enjoyed a position of trust 
and the utmost confidence Was reposed in 
him by his employers. His social connec- 
tions are excellent, and no shadow of sus- 
picion attached to him up to a short time 
before his flight. His stealing of the larger 
amount extended over several years, and 
was effected by means of forgery and false 
entries. 

Capt. Titus traced him to Boston, from 
there to Portland, and later to Quebec, 
from which place he took passage for Eng- 
land. Full particulars of the defalcation 
and a complete description of the absconder 
were at once cabled to London, and un- 
less the plans of the police go awry he will 
be taken into custody to-day. 

Detective Frazee is awaiting news of the 
arrest to start for Liverpool to bring the 
prisoner back to America. Requisition 
papers have been asked for already. It will 
be necessary fo secure three sets of these, 
State, National, and international. 


THE VIGILANCIA AGROUND. 


Ward Liner on Colorado Banks, West of 
Havana—Orizaba Sent to Take 
Passengers Off. 

HAVANA, Jan. 15.—The Ward Line 
steamer Vigilancia is aground off the 
Banks of Los Colorados, about eighty miles 

westward of Havana, 

The Vigilancia was on her way from Vera 
Cruz, Mexico, Jan. 10, for Progreso, Ha- 
vana, and New York. She has fifty-eight 
passengers on board, and is commanded by 
Capt. Keynolds. 

She struck early yesterday morning dur- 
ing: a fog, six miles from the mainland. 
Word of the disaster reached her agents 
here last night.

LINCOLN RELIC DESTROYED. 


House Where Nancy Hanks Plighted 
Her Troth Burned Down. 
Special to The New York Times. 

DANVILLE, Ky., Jam 15.—The house 
where Nancy Hanks plighted her troth to 
Thomas Lincoln has been destroyed by 
fire. It was the first two-story residence 
erected in Boyle County, and was over a 
century old. It was built by Judge James 
P. Mitchell. Here it was that Nancy 
Hanks, a frequent visitor to the Mitchell 
family, accepted, in the Winter of 1805, 
the hand of Thomas Lincoln. 

On a June day Lincoln saddled one of 
Judge Mitchell's horses and, taking his 
fiancée behind him, rode to Springfield, a 
distance of twenty-five miles, where they 
were married. They returned and spent 
their honeymoon with the family of Judge 
Mitchell, after which they built and occu- 
ied the modest log cabin in what is now 
varue County, where three years later 
Abraham Lincoln was born.

Two Vessels of a British Trading 
Company Taken. 


For Use Against “ Revolutionists "— 
President of the Concern, a New 


Yorker, Now in Venezuela. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—A dispatch was 
received at the State Department to-day 
from Minister Loomis, announcing that the 
Venezuelan Government had seized two 
vessels belonging to the Orinoco Shipping 
and Trading Company, and purposed using 
them against the “ revolutionists,"’ What 
he means by the ‘ revolutionists”’ is not 
explained. Venezuela has affected to con- 
sider the Asphalt Trust as in rebellion, but 
Minister Loomis obviously does not refer 
to it. 

A mysterious sort of alleged revolution 
has been heard from at intervals ever since 
about Christmas. It was alleged to be 
headed by Gen. Peraza, but there has been 
from the first the strongest doubt about its 
reality. No battles have been fought, and 
with the first news of the Venezuelan Gov- 
ernment's intention to use harsh measures 
toward the Asphalt Trust came the news 
that the alleged Peraza revolution had been 
““suppressed."’ Nothing has been heard of 
it since, until this act of war necessity, the 
seizing of the Orinoco Company's vessels 
to be used as ships of war. 

The Orinoco Shipping and Trading Com- 
pany is a British concern. Its steamers 
ply between Trinidad and Ciudad Bolivar. 
Paraza is understood ‘to be in the mount- 
ains, a long distance inland, and it is not 
known of what use these coasting steam- 


ers would be in attacking him, or, even if 
they were of use, why there should be such 
a pressing necessity for them that Vene- 
zuela should risk the enmity of Great Brit- 
ain and the United States by seizing them. 

On the face of it, and without any ex- 
planation, the seizure of the vessels is an 
affront to Great Britain. But, although the 
Orinoco Company is a British concern, a 
large amount of the stock is held by Amer- 
icans, and President Olcott of the Orinoco 
Company is a New Yorker. It is admitted 
at the State Department that Great Britain 
seems to have the first right to interfere, 
and that if she does not object’ to the seiz- 
ure of her vessels it would be hard for the 
United States to find ground for objection. 
At the same time the State Department will 
not deny that remonstrance may yet be 
made. The American course of action has 
not been determined upon, and hence no 
instructions as yet have been sent to Min- 
ister Loomis. 

President Olcott is now in Venezuela. He 
went there recently with Minister Loomis. 
Apparently the two are friends. The seiz- 
ure of President Olcott's ships at this time 
looks, when left without explanation, like 
a determined effort on Venezuela’s part to 

et into all the trouble she can find. She 

as already defied the United States on the 
Asphalt Trust question, and in response to 
the State Department’s protest against the 
dispossession of the trust, Venezuela has 
replied that she does not recognize the right 
of the United States to interfere in her lo- 
cal affairs. Theimpressment of.the Orinoco 
ships seems like an attempt to defy the 
United States still more, and at the same 
time to bring Great Britain into the diffi- 
eulty. That there ts politics of some kind in 
it cannot be doubted. 

Minister Pulido of Venezuela has not re- 
ceived a word from hts Government. inti- 
mating the existence of the alleged revolu- 
tion of Peraza. 


GORMAN VISITS THE SENATE. 


Said to be Advising Against Encour- 
agement of D. B. Hill.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Ex-Senator 
Gorman was on the floor of the Senate this 
afternoon for the first time since he left 
that body as a member. He went about 
calling, talking a while with Senator Cock- 
rell, then with Senator Jones, later with 
Senator Martin of Virginia, and occasional- 
ly with a Republican who came over to 
the Democratic side to greet him. 

The mission that brought Mr. Gorman 
to the Senate was not disclosed. As he 
meets the Senators frequently in Washing- 
ton, it was assumed not to be a social visit 
merely. One Senator, who would not be 
likely to sympathize with any political am- 
bition of Mr. Gorman, said that he had 
heard the intimation that Mr. Gorman was 
moved to offer his advice concerning the 
reported effort of Mr. Coler to promote the 
cause of David B. Hill as a eandidate for 
President, and to remonstrate against any 
encouragement of that programme. 

He is said to be prepared to join in any 
Democratic movement that will result in 
the elimination of Populism and Populistic 
candidates from future consideration by 
the Democratic Party, but to be doubtful 
about the experiment of relying upon a 
New York candidate to pull the party 
through in 1904. ‘Just a_ personal call 
upon old friends,’ was Mr. Gorman’'s quiet 
reply to a question as to whether his visit 
to the Senate had any political significance.

any other gas company, and if it does sell, 
lease, or transfer its property, then the 
rights and privileges granted to the Ogden 
Gas Company shall cease to exist and be of 
no more effect, and the entire plant of the 
company, With all its machinery, tools, ap- 

liances, mains, and pipes, shall be for- 
eited. 

‘Therefore, be it ordered that the Corpo- 
ration Counsel be instructed to investigate 
at once this reputed sale of the Ogden Gas 
Company to the so-called Gas Trust, and 
report to the Council whether or not the 
sale or transfer is a violation of Section 13 
and a forfeiture of the Ogden Gas Com- 
pany’s franchise.”

** Early in December we received from the 
Lowell Observatory in Arizona a telegram 
that a shaft of light had been seen to pro-

It has been sug- 
gested that the move has some connection 
with the recent Reading-Jersey Central 
amalgamation. 

In the negotiations during 1899 for the 
acquirement of the city’s interest in the 
Western Maryland Railroad, John I. Water- 
bury, President of the Manhattan Trust 
Company, was an active spirit, Examina- 
tions were made by expert accountants. 
The intended purchasers at that time of- 
fered the amount of the principal of the 
debt due the city, without interest, placed 
at $4,455,000, and agreed to liquidate the 
floating debt to an amount not exceeding 
$500,000, but opposition arose and the deal 
fell through. During the negotiations 
there was some difference of opinion among 
the lawyers on the two sides as to the legai 
procedure for acquiring the property.

KILLED BY CHLORAL 


Prof. Witthaus Testifies that Dose 
Given to Her Was Fatal. 


SENSATIONAL SCENES IN COURT, 


Death Fiercely Gives the Lie to a De 
tective, and Is Placed Upon the 
Stand — Another Policeman 
Weeps as He Testifies. 


Special to The New York Times. 


PATERSON, N. J., Jan. 15.—The Bos 
chieter murder case was replete with start- 
ling incidents to-day, and the three men— 
Walter C. McAlister, Andrew J. Campbell, 
and William A. Death—who are accused, 
with George J. Kerr, of having caused the 
death of the mill girl, underwent a terrible 
ordeal. In the morning Prof. Rudolph A. 
Witthaus, the chemical expert, and several 
other physicians testified to finding hy- 
drate of chloral in the stomach of the dead 
girl, and also in the broken bottle which 
was picked up in a spot where the cabman 
Sculthorpe testified vesterday he had heard 
it land on a stone on the night of the trag- 
edy. In the afternoon the developments 
followed one another with such rapidity as 
to keep even the auditcurs in a flurry of ex- 
citement. 

The men most concerned in the case did 
not bear up so well under the strain as 
they did yesterday. Death was particularly 
nervous, and once he shook his finger at 
a witness and gave him the lie. His dem- 
onstration created exciternent in court, 
which Justi¢e Dixon made no effort to 
suppress. Scarcely had this sensation sub- 
sided when Death himself was called upon 
the stand in rebuttal of what the Detective 
Sergeants said of the manner in which they 
elicited the incriminating statements from 
him. Then followed the breakdown of an 
old and experienced detective, who cried 
like a child when called upon to testify 
against Campbell, whom he has known 
since he was a child. Later came the evi- 
dence of Detective Perry, who gave so 
dramatic a recital of a half hour he spent 
with Death that the courtroom became 
hushed with a silence that was oppressive, 
His testimony, more than anything which 
has happened yet, vividly pictured the 
shocking nature of the crime and the havoe 
it has caused in so many homes in Paterson, 
Last, but not least, came the nonchalant 
remark of Prosecutor Emley, ‘I think we 
rest here, your Honor.” The State had 
completed its case. It was 5 o’clock in the 
afternoon. 

The crowd which collected in and about 


the old Court House was not smaller than 
it was yesterday, the first day of the trial. 
If anything it was larger. The bailiffs 
with their tipstaffs had trouble with it 
when the afternoon session was about to 
begin, and for a time a small riot seemed 
imminent. It was threatened because the 
erowd would not get back to allow the 
jurors and those with subpoenas in their 
hands to get into the front door. As long 
as they eeuld the bailiffs whe, were, sia- 
tioned there fought the crowd good-na- 
turedly, but finally lost patience, Then 
they became rough. Hats were knocked 
off, and the glass in the doors was smashed 
to smithereens. , , 

It was a few minutes before 10 o'clock 
when the prisoners were led into court. 
Death was the only one of the three who 
showed signs of having spert a bad night. 
He regained his composure very soon, how- 
ever, and when in the afternoon he became 
a witness in his own behalf, «is well as for 
his associates, he excited wonder by_ his 
cool and deliberate manner. McAlister 
talked a little less to-day, but Campbell's 
nervousness apparently increased. The lat- 
ter could not keep his hands from his face 
a minute during the entire piroceedings. 
He seemed incapable of sitting still a 
moment. 


MEDICAL EXPERT TESTIMONY. 


Prosecutor Emley began with the testi- 
mony of the medical experts by calling Dr. 
Cyrus Townsend to the witness stand. He 
said that about 2 o'clock on the morning 
of Oct. 19 McAlister, Kerr, and Campbell 
called at his house and got him out of bed. 
They told him they had a young woman in 
a carriage, and that she had met with an 
accident. He went out and discovered the 
young woman, who proved to be Jeannie 
Bosschieter, sitting in the back seat of. the 
victoria. He examined her and found that 
life was extinct. He told the young men 
so. 

“How long had she been dead, in your 
opinion?’ queried Mr. Emley.

The Coroner gave considerable evidence 
regarding a wound in the back of the head 
of the dead girl, supposed to have been 
made by the jagged rock ort. which she 
was lying when the body was found. # 

“Were any articles of clothing missing? 
Mr. Emley asked. = 

“Yes; a part of the underclothes, 

The Coroner testified to the formality of 

having impaneled the jury, and concerning 
the autopsy which was made ort Oct. 22 
by Dr. A. F. McBride, at which he said he 
and Dr. Todd were present. 
: Ex-Judge Scott, who took Dr. Vroom in 
hand for cross-examination, evidently from 
the questions he asked, intended to show 
to the jury that the intestines had not 
been carefully handled—that they might 
have been allowed to become contaminated, 
He asked if the body had been embalmed 
when the autopsy was made, what kind of 
water the intestines were washed in, and 
where the jars were procured in which they 
were placed. 

Dr. Andrew F. McBride corroborated Dr. 
Vroom’s statement that the greatest care 
possible had been taken. 

Prof. Witthaus succeeded Dr. McBride 
on the stand. He said that he was a stu- 
dent of toxicology, and had qualified as an 
expert. He identified the bottle spoken 
of by Schylthorpe and handed to him by 
Daniel McShane. It contained, he said, a 
yellowish liquid, which, when analyzed, 

roved to be a strong solution of chloral 

ydrate.

Dr. F. N. Todd and Dr. William H. New- 
man were put on the stand to testify re- 
garding the amount of ehloral necessary 
to produce death. They corroborated Dr. 
Witthaus substantially. 

After the recess Chief of Police Graul 
wes called. He told of going to the Rock 
Road on the morning of Oct. 19. The most 


important thing which he said was that he 


kad found the white rag which was tied 
around one of the dead girl's fingers. 

Detective Sergt. John H. Taylor, who 
assisted in arresting all four of the pris- 
oners, was called to the witness-stand by 
Mr. Emiey to tell the manner of the ar- 
rest of the accused, but principally to 
pave the way for the introduction of the 
statements, in the nature of confessions, 
made by Death and Campbell. 


‘When Death was brought in did he say 
anything regarding the charge?’’ Taylor 
was asked, 

*“* He did.” 
DEATH'S STATEMENT VOLUNTARY. 

‘“Were his statements of his own free 
will, uninfluenced by a threat?” 

“They were.”’ 

Mr. Dunn anxiously took up the. witness 
for cross-examination. It became evident 
in a minute that the defense proposed to 
ciosely question the detective regarding 
the confessions which were made by their 
clients, evidently with a view to keeping 
them out if they could. 

“* You say no threats were made, or prom- 
ises held out, to Death if he made a state- 
ment?’’ Mr. Dunn began, 

‘“* No, Sir; none.” 

‘** Were there any revolvers on the table.” 

**T don’t remember.”’ 

“Did any one say that the other pris- 
oners had already told all?” 

** No,: Sir.”’ 

“Did any one tell Death that Kerr and 
McAlister were down stairs, meaning the 
prison?” 

“0.” 

‘“‘ What was said to him to induce him to 
talk?”’ 

“I don’t know, unless it was that we 
told him that the hack driver had told all.” 

“*““Why did you want him to talk?” 

“We wanted to find the fourth man. We 
knew that his name was Andrew, but that 
was all. When Death had made his state- 
ment we also had the last name.”’ 

“* When he got through telling his story 
didn’t some one of you detectives who were 
present tell him that he lied?”’ 

‘““No; it was this way: Some one said: 
*Do you mean to tell us that you were not 
with Jennie Bosschieter on the night of Oct. 
18? Why, we know better than that.’ ”’ 

At this point ex-Judge Scott rose to his 
feet and objected. He said that the law 
was very delicate about confessions—more 
delicate in some States than in New Jersey; 
that the statements which had been made 
should be shown to have been made volun- 
tarily, not after a warning. 

Justice Dixon said that he would not al- 
low the witness to testify regarding the 
statements of the prisoner unless he had 
proof that it was made voluntarily. Taylor 
was thereupon excused. 

Detective Sergeant Henry Titus was next 
called. He said that he was one of the 
four officers who took down the state- 
ments made by Death. His testimony was 
similar to that of Taylor. 

Detective Sergeant McInerney followed 
him. He also went over the same ground, 
but began to supplement it by saying: 

‘At 6 o'clock I went to Death's cell and 
asked him—’’ 

* You lie! You lie!’’ rang fiercely through 
the courtroom. 

Death was on his feet and was sheking 
his finger at the witness. Ex-Judge Scott, 


who sat beside him, put him down into his 


chair again. 

The statements made by Death were 
finally admitted by Justice Dixon. They 
proved to be merely pencil notes made by 
the deiectives when Death was arrested. 
In these statements Death is quoted as 
having said that he saw McAlister put two 
doses of something in Jennie Bosschieter’s 
drink. 

To the surprise of everybody in court ex- 
Judge Scott requested the privilege at this 
point to put Death upon the stand to 
show that threats had been used to cause 
him to make the statements which he 
made. 


DEATH ON THE WITNESS STAND.

NEW GERMAN TARIFF. 


Announcement in Reichstag that Nego- 
tiation of Fresh Treaties Will Be 
Begun as Soon as Possible. 
BERLIN, Jan. 15.—In the Reichstag to- 
day the Secretary of the Interior, Count 
von Posadowsky-Wehner, in concluding an 
announcement of the desire of the Impe- 


rial Chancellor, Count von Btilow, that the 
new customs tariff/should be presented to 
the Reichstag as soon as possible, said: 

“The progress of our industries has made 
it necessary that we should build up our 
commercial policy on a new foundation. 
As soon as the new tariff 1s approved by 
the Federal Council and Reichstag, even 
before notice is given of the termination 
/of current treaties, negotiations will be 
| opened with the Governments concerned 
for the conclusion of. new treaties. 1 am 
convinced that. it. will be possible in this 
way to establish treaty relations on a new 
basis with the States concerned.” 








FRENCH ASSOCIATIONS BILL. 


Debate on Measure Directed Against 
Religious Congregations Begins 
in the Chamber. 

PARIS, Jan. 15.—In the Chamber of Dep- 
uties to-day M. Renault Morliére (Repub- 
lican, representing Mayenne) opened the 
debate on the proposed law of associations. 
He made a lengthy legal argument against 
the bill, which, he claimed, was unjust and 
would lead to abuses. The Government, he 
asserted, evidently wished to reach the 
cash boxes of the congregations. He 
warned the House not to play the game of 
the Collectivists, as the confiscation of 
property, beginning with the congregations, 
might become infectious. 

Réné Viviani (Radical Socialist, Depart- 
ment of the Seine) said he regarded the 
measure as not sufficiently drastic so far 
as the congregations were concerned, as 
many of these could evade it. The Gov- 
ernment, he declared, had to fight against 
the eternal alliance of the Church and the 
congregations. He described the funds of 
the congregations as the ‘‘ war chests of 
the Caesarian conspirators to overturn the 
republic.”’ The present bill, he predicted, 
would prove merely a skirmish to future 
struggles. ‘‘ We must not shrink from bat- 
tles,”’ he exclaimed, ‘‘in pursuing the ré- 
gime of justice against the congregations 

{ and the Church.” ; 

The debate was adjourned until Thurs- 

day. 


HANOVERIANS DESIRE FREEDOM. 


Mass Meeting of Guelf Supporters 
Sends Telegram to Mr. Krueger. 
HANOVER, Prussia, Jan. 15.—A mass 
meeting of Guelfs in Hanover to-day, under 
the Presidency of Baron von Schelewiin- 
storf, who represents one of the Hano- 
verian districts in the Reichstag and is 
himself a Guelf and anti-Prussian, tele- 
graphed to Mr. Kriiger an expression_of 
sympathy, together with the hope that God 
would help both the Boers and the people 
ef Hanover, which country Prussia an- 
nexed, to a final victory. The following 

was the text of the dispatch: 

“Three thousand Hanoverians, whose 
country was annexed by Prussia, declare 
their heartfelt sympathy with you and with 
the cause of right and freedom, which you 
represent; and they hope that the Almighty 
will ultimately decree victory for the Boer 
peoples and the Hanoverians.” 


GERMAN OFFICERS’ DUELS. 


Debate in Reichstag on the Action of a 
Regimental Corps. 

BERLIN, Jan. 15.—The Government, in 

the Reichstag to-day, was interpellated in 

regard to an occurrence at Cologne, where 


some young Catholic non-commissioned of- 
ficers, who had qualified as army reserve 
officers, were, contrary to the regulations, 
asked to set forth their views on dueling, 
and were rejected because they declined to 
recognize that dueling was obligatory. 

Gen. von Gossler, the Minister of War, 
replied. He said the imperial order forbid- 
ding questions on dueling had been suffi- 
ciently complied with by the erasure from 
the records of the proceedings in question, 
and there was no reason for the military 
administration to take special action. 

Speakers of all parties condemned. the 
Cologne affair, and several of them in- 

uired if the time had not come to abolish 
the selection of officers by the officers’ 
corps of regiments. 

Gen. von Gossler said there were only 
four duels fought in 1900, and, he added, 
three of these were bloodless. The system 
for the selection of officers, the Minister 
explained, dated from the regeneration of 
the army, and must on no account be abol- 
ished. 


French Desperado Kills Himself. 


TROYES, France, Jan. 15.—An army offi- 
cer and a Commissary of Police at 7 o’clock 


this morning decided to enter the house 
at Saint Savine of the murderer Coquard, 
who, last Friday, when pursued by the 
police, shut himself in the garret with a 
quantity of arms ‘and ammunition and 
threatened to kill any one who approached. 
They found the house empty, and proceed- 
ed to the barn, where, surrounded by sol- 
diers with loaded rifles, they forced the 
windows open, and finally found the body 
of Coquard hanging in the garret, He had 
also fired a gun under his chin, the shot 
emerging from an eye. It was apparent 
that Coquard committed suicide yesterday. 


Coming Here on the Oceanic. 


| LIVERPOOL, Jan. 15.—The passenger 
‘list of the White Star liner Oceanic, which 
sails from this port, via Queenstown, for 
New York to-morrow, contains the names 
of Mrs. Arthur Paget, Sir William Orr- 
Ewing, Bart.; Sir Weetman Dickinson 
Pearson, Bart., and Lady Pearson, and 
Robert Lorraine, The last-named has just 
returned from South Africa, where he 
served in the Yeomanry, and he goes to 
New York to play the leading part in “‘ To 
Have and to Hold.” 


Rebels Defeated Outside Panama. 


COLON, Colombia, Jan. 15.—Gen. Alban 
attacked the revolutionary forces outside 


the City of Panama on Saturday. The 
fighting was of short duration. The revolu- 
tionists were defeated, losing many killed 
and wounded, as well as two chiefs capt- 
ured. The Government forces sustained a 
loss of seven killed and wounded. 





Accident to Duchess of Marlborough. 
LONDON, Jan. 15.—The Duchess of Marl- 
borough, while hunting with the Heythorp 
hounds Tomtertey. was thrown from her 
horse while clearing a fence. The horse 


rolled over her, but she escaped with noth- 
ing worse than a severe shaking. 


M. Pichon Not to be Supplanted. 

PARIS, Jan. 15.—The Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, M. Delcassé, denies that he intends 
to replace M. Pichon, the French Minister 
at Peking. He hopes M. Pichon will be 
eapied to pursue the negotiations to the 
end.

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NEGRO DIES AT THE STAKE 


Fred Alexander Dragged from 
Leavenworth Jail by a Mob.

Then Taken to the Scene of the Murder 


of Pearl Forbes and Burned to 


Death—Protests His Inno- 
cence to the Last, 


LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Jan. 15.—Fred 
Alexander, the negro who on Saturday 
evening attempted to assault Miss Eva 
Roth, and who, it is supposed, assaulted 
and killed Pearl Forbes in this city in No- 
vember last, was taken from the Sheriff's 
guard by a mob to-day and burned at the 
stake at the scene of the Forbes murder, 
half a dozen blocks from the centre of the 
city. Probably 8,000 people witnessed the 
burning. 

The negro was taken from his cell at the 
State penitentiary at 3 o’clock this after- 
noon, placed in a hack, and brought to 
town. Fifty Deputy Marshals surrounded 
him, and Deputy Sheriffs Myers and Brown 
sat in the hack on either side of him. 

There were fifty buggies and wagons in 
the procession which followed the hack. 
The trip to town was made quietly, and 
there was no attempt to create a disturb- 
ance on the road. 

When the corner of Fourth and Olive 
Streets was reached, the police who were in 
the hack following the one in which Alex- 
ander rode jumped out and chased several 
negroes. This created a diversion which 
attracted the attention of every one, and 
during the excitement the hack carrying 
Alexander was frantically driven to the 
county jail, where the prisoner was locked 
in a cell just as the mob reached the doors. 
All the doors of the jail were then locked. 

THE JAIL BROKEN OPEN. 

The crowd first attempted to gain ad- 
mission by peaceful means, but Sheriff 
Everhardy refused to deliver the negro. 
Then the crowd pushed fts way to a side 
door, and _ the door was forced from its 
hinges. Then the crowd surged into the 
corridor by the narrow Goorway. A huge 
iron bar was secured, and the iron door 
of the cellroom attacked. This was final- 
ly bent so that it could be forced far 
enough back for men to cmb over it. Sev- 
eral gained an entrance in this manner, 
In the meantime the crowd had pushed 
down the side gate of the stockade, and in 
a moment there was a yelling pack in the 
jail yard. 

The other side door, which was made of 
heavy sheet iron, was the next object of 
attack. Several men had provided them- 
selves with sledge hammers and cold chis- 
els, and it was the work of only a few 
moments before the hinges were cut from 
outside, and off came the door. More men 
pushed inside, the iron bar was again 
called into play, and the doors of the cell- 
room broken down. 

Then the cry went up: ‘‘ He is not here; 
he has escaped. Search the Court House; 
there is a tunnel between, and he has been 
taken out that way.” 

But a man with sharp eyes espled a 
shapeless mass crouched in a corner of a 


dark cell. An exultant cry broke out: 
. " He is here! We've got him! Bring the 
eys. 


Several keys were found lying about the 
corridors, and these were passed to the 
crowd. They would not work. Then again 
a sledge hammer was called into action, 
and in five minutes the heavy lock had 
been broken off. <A yell of terror issued 
from the cell. The tension at this time was 
so great that men filled the corridors with 
hysterical laughter. Outside the crowd was 
yelling itself hoarse. Then into the cell 
rushed those who were nearest the door. 

The mob issued forth in a moment, drag- 
ing the negro by the coat collar. He had 
been struck over the head with a hammer, 
but was still conscious. Men fought to get 
at him, and, infuriated, struck savagely at 
him, hitting onty his captors, who guarded 
him well, 

‘“‘Don't hurt him!” they cried. “ We'll 
burn him!’ was the response. 


NO CONFESSION OBTAINED. 


Outside the stockade the crowd surged. 
Alexander and his captors were surrounded 
by a solid wall of human beings. Across 
Third Street and up the hill into the Court 
House yard they dragged him. Then they 
stopped. 


x epnatened before we harm you,” they 
Sald, 

‘*IT am innocent,’’ the negro replied. ‘TI 
am dying for what another man did. I see 


lots of my friemds here; they know I did 
not do it. If I head been guilty I would have 
said so at the penitentiary and would have 
staid there for life. The Warden told me 
so. The policemen told me so. Would not 
I have told them if I was guilty?”’ 

“You lie!’’ the mob cried, and one huge 
fellow struck Alexander in the forehead 
with his fist three times. This seemed not 
to have the slightest effect on the negro. 
When he talked his voice was steady. He 
spoke with the resignation of a man who 
sees before him only death. 

When he had finished talking a move 
was made for a large cottonwood tree in a 
corner of the Court House yard. The negro 
was backed up against it and search made 
for a chain. One could not be found, and 
while the mob waited, Alexander received 
another chance to confess, 

*““My God, men!” he cried, ‘I have told 
you that I am innocent. I can’t tell you 
any more. I didn’t do it.” 

** He lies; burn him!” cried the mob. 

‘*Take him where he committed the mur- 
der,”’ suggested one. 

The suggestion met with instant ap- 
proval, and the crowd, carrying the negro, 
pushed on toward Fourth Street. There 
were many wagons standing about, and 
into one of these Alexander was thrown. 
The wagon was started for the vicinity of 
Lawrence Avenue and Spruce Streets, fol- 
lowed by the crowd. 

At 5:15 o’clock Alexander was brought to 
the scene of the murder of Pearl Forbes, at 
the corner of Lawrence Avenye and Spruce 
Street. The wagon was stopped in front of 
the ravine and surrounded by the crowd. 
The leader of the mob called for silence. 
The roar ceased, and Alexander was pushed 
forward into full view of the crowd. A 
howl went up, which was hushed as the 
prisoner raised his shackled hands and be- 
gan to speak. 

“You are going to kill me, whatever I 
say,” he said; *‘ but you men are wrong. I 
want to tell you right now you've got the 
wrong man. I did not do that, and some 
day you men here will run up against the 
man who did. I know it ain't any use to 
say so, for you’re going to kill me; but I 
didn’t do it.” 

The men standing behind Alexander then 
dragged him from the wagon, and the roar 
from the crowd drowned every other sound. 
The negro was quickly driven down the 
embankment to a pile of wood, with his 
hands still shackled, and there he was 
bound to the stake. 


THE IMPROVISED STAKE. 


Long before the wagon containing the 
doomed man arrived at the place a crowd 
had gathered. Many carried rails and 


boards. Several seized railroad irons and 
carried them to the ravine. The spot 
chosen for the stake was the exact one on 
which Pearl Forbes’s body was found on 
the morning of Nov. 7. 

The first thing done was to plant a rail- 
road iron upright in the mud. This was 
made fast to cross trons. Around the im- 
provised stake wood and boards were piled. 
The negro was chained in a standi Posi- 
tion to the upright railroad iron. hains 
were bound round him, and he was made 
fast to the post. Coal oil was then poured 
over him. 

Before the match was applied John 
Forbes, father of the murdered girl, stepped 
up to Alexander and said: ‘ Are you guilty 
of murdering my daughter?” 

‘‘T don’t know what you have me here 
for,”’ said Alexander. 

Forbes replied: ‘‘ For killing my girl on 
this very spot.”’ 

“Mr. Forbes, if that’s co name, 
have the wrong man,”’ said the negro. 

‘* Burn him! Burn him!” cried the crowd. 


NEGRO CALLS FOR HIS MOTHER. 


**Gentlemen, you've got lots of time,” 
said Alexander. ‘‘ You're burning an inno- 
cent man. You took advantage of me. You 


gave me no show. Can I see my mother?” 

A man called for the negro’s mother, but 
she was not in the crowd. 

Alexander then said: ‘‘ Will you let me 
shake hands with all my friends? ”’ 

‘You have no friends in this crowd,” 
said one of the men in charge of the ne- 
gro. “If you have anything to say, say it 
in a hurry.” 

Another man then stepped up and said to 
Alexander: ‘‘ Make your peace with your 
God, nigger, for you will surely dte.”’ 

Coal oil was then applied for the second 
time, and while this was being done Alex- 
ander called to acquaintances in the crowd 
and said good-bye to them. He talked ra- 
tionally until John Forbes lighted the

CROWD SEIZES SOUVENIRS. 


Men kept piling on wood unti! about 7 
o'clock, when the flames were allowed to 
die down. From 6 to 8 o’clock there was 
a continuous stream of people going to 
the scene of the burning. These were per- 
sons who had been unable to get away 


from their work in the afternoon and who 
were determined not to miss seeing the 
awful spectacle. When the fire had died 
down sufficiently to allow the crowd to ap- 
proach the remains of Alexander there was 
a wild scramble to obtain relics. Bits of 
charred flesh, pieces of chain, scraps of 
wood—everything that could possibly serve 
as a souvenir—was seized.

GOV. STANLEY INDIGNANT. 


Blames the Sheriff—Death Penalty May 
Be Established in Kansas as a Re- 


sult of the Mob’s Act. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Jan. 15.—Goy. Stanley is 
indignant over the lynching at Leaven- 
worth. He says it will result in the estab- 
lishment of the death penalty in Kansas, 
as it should do. 

Gov. Stanley condemns Sheriff Everhardy 
of Leavenworth in unmeasured terms. He 
says the Sheriff should be made to make 
eae retribution, if such a thing is pos- 
gible. 

“The Sheriff of Leavenworth is either 
a despicable scoundrel or a despicable cow- 
ard,’’ said the Governor to-night. ‘‘ There 
was no reason in the world w ? the negro 
should not have been protected to the last. 
The whole militia power of the State would 
be devoted to that effort, and the Sherifé 
knew it all the time. 

‘*] ordered the militia of Lawrence and 
Topeka to be ready, and they would have 
been sent to the scene of the trouble the 
minute the Sheriff said he needed them. 
Instead of that, however, the Sheriff was 
sure that he could guard the man. Upon 
receiving repeated assurances from Sheriff 
Everhardy that he could and would pro- 
tect the prisoner to the last, [ reluctantly 
countermanged the order for the troops to 
go to Leavenworth. 

“The Waren of the penitentiary had no 
right to keep Alexander there, as he had 
been convicted of no crime. He could do 
nothing else than deliver him to the Sheriff 
when that individual insisted that it should 
be done. 

‘“*But the life of the negro should have 
been preserved at all hazards, and it is to 
the lasting shame of the great State of 
Kansas that such an infamous proceeding 
should have been allowed to take place 
within a few miles o? the capital city.”

HOMER DAVENPORT TELLS 
OF HIS CARTOONS 


Senator Spooner’s Baby Recog- 
nized His Caricature. 








Mr. Gladstone Surprised at the Visit of 
a Man from Oregon—How a Negro 
Recognized Senator Hanna. 





Homer Davenport, the cartoonist, made 
a speech at the dinner of the Quill Club 
in the Hotel Savoy last night. He told an- 
ecdotes of celebrities whom he had met for 
the purpose of distorting their features on 
paper, remarking, incidentally, that he 
thought a cartoon was sometimes a better 
likeness of the person represented than 
the best photograph, in that the exaggerat- 
ed portrayal of certain distinguishing char- 
acteristics in a man’s face would often 
give a truer idea of the man than would 
an exact likeness. 

‘‘ One story of the effect of a cartoon that 
is especially good,’’ he said, ‘“‘is about an 
experience I had with Senator Spooner of 
Wisconsin. The hair on the back of his 
head stood somewhat awry, as you know, 
and when I drew a cartoon of him I made 
his locks look more disarranged than they 
really were, of course. After the Senator 
saw the picture he told all his friends that 
it was not one of him. He took pains to 
tell this to every one he saw, and so it 
came about that many of his acquaint- 
ances really believed that they had been 
mistaken in first thinking the drawing 
meant to depict him. When he had pretty 
wéll spread the report that there had been 
an error, he saw me. 

*** Well,’ he said, ‘I have fooled most of 
them, but there was one persgn that could 
not be deceived. I took the picture home 
and showed’ it to the baby, who is about 
sixteen. months old, and can’t talk much 


as yet. When 1 asked him whose picture 
it was, he replied, ‘ Papa.’ ”’ 

Mr. Davenport told of his experience in 
interviewing Gladstone with a view of 
getting new ideas for cartoons of that 
statesman. He had noticed, he said, that 
those-whda had drawn the Grand Old Man 
for, thé. comic papers, Phil May included, 
had always,represented his eyes by great 
black dots. 

.“*I decided to go down to the old man’s 
home and see him. Julian Ralph, whose ad- 
vice I asked about the proposed visit, said 
to me that Gladstone would not see those 
who had reason to see him, and that I 
might get an interview with him because 
there was no earthly reason for my doing 
so. After we had talked the matter over 
it was determined that L should go to 
Hawarden Castle and send in a letter of 
introduction, in which it would be said 
that 1 was from a little village in Oregon. 
The purpose of this was to make Mr. 
Gladstone think where in the world that 
place might be, thus arousing his interest 
so that he would see me. This part of my 
plan completed, I listened to some advice 
from Ralph as to how I should conduct 
myself at Hawarden. 

‘** Don’t joke with him,’ said my friend. 
‘He has no time for that. And don’t let 
the conversation drag. He hasn’t any time 
for that either.’ 

‘“*T drove out to the castle in a hansom, 
rehearsing what I was going to say as I 
went along. After I had alighted, and was 
walking up toward the main entrance, I 
heard a voice say: ‘Oh, you haven't 
learned any manners yet.’ Looking about, 
I saw Gladstone himself, who was re- 
monstrating with a pet dog. I presented 
my letter. When he had read it, he said: 

“* Well, well, I hope you have not come 
all the way from Oregon to see me.’ 

“** Yes, I have,’ I replied, not being able 
to think of another answer. 

‘“*“* You must be fond of traveling,’ he 
mused, as he gazed at me with those great 
eyes, the pupils of which certainly looked 
as though they were big black dots. I 
understood why the other cartoonists had 
drawn them as they had. 

‘* His last remark surely seemed to be in 
the nature of a jest, but I remembered 
Ralph’s warning and thought that I must 
be mistaken, I could not think of anything 
to say. Then I remembered that all the 
houses and fences in the neighborhood had 
on them pictures or outlines of things that 
looked like crows. I said: 

‘“** Mr. Gladstone, I notice that everything 
about your place has crows on it.’ I pointed 
toward the figure of one of the black birds 
on a gable of the castle. 

“* Crows?’ he queried, 
motion. 

“* Yes, crows,’ 
the figure again. 

‘““ Rooks,’ he cried, and his voice was 
full of disgust at my ignorance. 

“As I drove away from the place, after 
a few more words with him, T conotudes 
that it would be well for me to draw a 
line or two to keep the ideas I had gotten 
in my memory, so I told the cabby to stop 
not far from the castle and began to sketch. 
It seems that the cabby looked at me 
through his peephole, for in a minute or so 
he called down: ‘If I'd known you were 
going to bring away the Grand Old Man 
with you, I would have brought a two- 
seater.’ ”’ 

The speaker told how he came to draw 
the cartoon entitled ‘‘ Lest We Forget.” 
It represented Uncle Sam pointing his fin- 
ger at Admiral Dewey, who stood on the 
bridge of a battleship in the midst of the 
smoke of a great battle. 

“This had a different effect from some 
other sketches of the cartoon species,”’ he 
said. ‘‘A New England preacher, who had 
forbidden the paper in which it was pub- 
lished to come into his house because of 
cartoons, changed his order and became 
a regular subscriber to the sheet. The Ad- 
miral sent for me and told me that he had 
received thousands of letters to the effect 
that the cartoon expressed the sentiments 
of the writers. A Washington dealer asked 
me for a lot of original drawings to sell. 
This one, although placed a fancy price 
on it to keep it from going, was the first 
sold, John McLean buying it for Ad- 
miral Dewey.” 

Another story told by the artist was one 
about Senator Hanna. An old negro from 
Georgia named Dr. Brown came into the 
lobby of the Senate Chamber and met the 
Senator, whom he recognized at first sight. 
When Mr. Hanna asked how it was that 
he was reeognises by a@ man who had never 
seen him, r. Brown answered that he 
had seen pictures. After being urged he 
confessed that these pecans were cartoons. 
He acknowledged this with reluctance, and 
added by way of apology: 

‘Well, Mr. Senator, to tell you the 
truth, they didn’t look like you a little 
bit, but I knew you by ’em-in a minute.” 

While Mr. Davenport told the stories, he 
drew cartoons on a big board beside him, 
making a sketch of each man as he talked

Charges Cadet with Having a “Con- 
venient Memory "’—Calls Hazing 
Brutal Cowardice. 


Audience Expresses Disapproval 





WEST POINT, Jan. 15.—An unlooked for 
incident occurred to-day at the close of the 
afternoon session of the Congressional com- 
mittee’s investigation at the United States 
Military Academy. There was a very large 
attendance of army officers, with their 
wives and daughters, present. When Con- 
gressman Driggs asked Cadet Deen if it 
was through having a “ convenient mem- 
ory” that he could only remember Cadet 
Sheridan’s name out of all the men he had 
exercised, there was a storm of hisses 
which ran around the room, The women 
as well as the men took part in it, and it 
was evident that they considered the ques- 
tion as one impugning the credibility of the 
witness. 

The code of honor at West Point, accord- 
ing to the testimony adduced during this in- 
vestigation, as well as the military inquiry, 
does not admit of untruthfulness, and the 
people living at the post resent anything 
suggestive of a doubt on this point. Con- 
gressman Driggs immediately asked that 
the courtroom be cleared, but Chairman Dick 
declared a recess of an hour and a half 
without recognizing the request. 

Several officers did not try to conceal 
their displeasure at the question put by 
the Brooklyn Congressman. They also said 
that Judge Smith, another member of the 
committee, had no right to say in his ex- 
amination of Deen that “the death of 
Booz was laid at Deen’s door.” 

The news of the hissing spread quickly 
all over the post, with the result that the 
attendance at the night session was un- 
usually large. Mr. Driggs resumed his ex- 
amination of Cadet Deen when the latter 
came into the courtroom for the night ses- 
sion, and, referring to the question which 
he put to the witness in the afternoon, 
asked if it was due to forgetfulness that 
he could not remember any name but that 
of young Phil Sheridan out of all the 
cadets whom he had exercised at the acad- 
e Fe 
Damn replied in the affirmative, and the 
storm signals were taken down. 

‘he committee gathered a good deal of 
testimony during its three sessions to-day. 
It has evidently satisfied itself with the 
evidence already on record regarding fight- 
jug, and has turned its probes on the mess- 
hall hazing and tabasco-sauce episodes. 

The feeling of the Congressional com- 
mittee with respect to the hazing tactics 
at the academy was voiced by Congress- 
man Driggs this morning while he was ex- 
amining Cadet Barnes about the Booz- 
Keller fight. While listening to Barnes’s 
description of the affair, the Brookiyn 
Congressman interrupted the witness and 
asked him: 

‘Under your infamous and unmanly code 
of fighting, is it not understood that an 
upper-class man _is selected especially for 
the purpose of administering a sound drub- 
bing to the fourth-class man who is called 
out?” 

‘Yes, Sir, it is understood when a fourth- 
class man is called out he is to be 


whipped. 

= oh, so that’s the code,” said Mr. Driggs, 
as he shook his finger at the witness, while 
he arose from his seat beside the Chair- 
man, then leaning toward the witness he 
shouted: 

“Young man, this dishonorable practice 
you have described would not be tolerated 
in any athletic club in the world. I am an 
admirer of good boxing and wrestling my- 
self, and I never heard of such a cow- 
ardly method of matching men as youf 
code calls for, outside of the West Point 
Military Reservation. The upper-class man 
who is a party to the calling out of a 
fourth-class man for the purpose of having 
him thrashed is a coward, and the fourth- 
class man who is beaten is nothing else 
but a hero. This morning I received four 
letters from Kansas, Massachusetts, New 
York, and Brooklyn, in all of which the 
mode of fighting and hazing here is called 
brutal bullyism.’’ 

“That is too mild a deseription. I call 
it brutal cowardice,”’ said the Kings Coun- 
ty Representative, as he took his seat 


again. 

Speaking of hazing, Mr. Wanger, address- 
ing the same witness, said: “‘ Do you know 
that one William*McKinley, now the Presi- 
dent of the United States, when a member 
of Congress, said that he would favor the 
abolishment of the West Point Military 
Academy in case hazing could not be 
sto da there?” 

“Yes, Sir.” 

“And the late James G. Blaine had the 
same ideas,’’ said Mr. Driggs. “And so 
did Zachary Taylor,’’ added Judge Smith. 

“JT knew about Mr. Blaine’s views, Sir, 
but I never heard of Mr. Taylor’s, and may 
I say that these men never asserted that 
hazing could not be stopped.”’ 

“You expect to become an arm 
ani soon, do you not?” inquired 
on.

Senate and House was 130, or 3 more than 
the number necessary to a choice. The 
Tiouse and Senate will meet jointly at noon 
to-morrow to canvass the vote and declare 
an election. Mr. Quay’s commission has 
already been prepared and signed, and he 
will take it to Washington to-morrow aft- 
€rnoon. <A party of his friends will go 
with him, to be present when he takes his 
seat in the Senate on Thursday. 

The Democratic vote was cast almost sol- 
idiy for Col James M. Guffey of Pittsburg, 
and that of the anti-Quay Republicans was 
divided among nine candidates. Repre- 
sentative William J. Galvin of Schuylkill, 
who two weeks ago voted with the Repub- 
licans on the organization of the House, 
was the only Democrat who voted for Mr. 
Quay. When he cast his vote the follow- 
ers of Col. Quay broke into cheers which 
continued for more than a minute. 

The wildest excitement prevailed during 
the balloting in the House. Long before 
that body convened at 3 o'clock the Cham- 
ber was packed with legislators and spec- 
tators. The crush at the doors was so 
great that many members had to have the 
aid of police to get into the hall. The en- 
trances were guarded by a cordon of police- 
men, but they were powerless to cope with 
the crowd. in a rush to admit Represent- 
ative Galvin the door in one of the lobbies 
was broken down, and the hall was soon 
crowded to suffocation. 

Speaker Marshal! called the House to or- 
der at 3 o'clock and directed the Sergeant 
at Arms to clear the aisles. The House of- 
ficers were unable to handle the crowds, 
and the Harrisburg police force was called 
in to assist them. Just before the ballot 
was taken Charles W. Neeb of Allegheny 
and John H. Thompson of Centre, Repub- 
licans, who were absent on account of ill- 
hess when the House organized two weeks 
ago, presented themselves ‘at the bar and 
were qualified by Judge Wilson of Beaver. 
These members were ciaimed by both sides, 
and when they voted for Col. Quay they 
were heartily applauded by his followers. 
Thomas K. Beaver of Juniata voted for 
Mr. Olmsted, but before the result was 
announced he changed to Mr. Quay. 

Before casting his vote for Mr. Quay. 
Thomas J. Reynolds of Lackawanna said 
he had been nominated and elected as an 
anti-Quay Republican, but that he believed 
in majoritygruje and would vote for the 
caucus nomfee. He voted with the anti- 
Quayites on the organization of the House.

He held an 
informal reception this afternoon for his 
friends throughout the State, who came 
here to be present when the vote was taken. 
Col. Quay has leased a house in Harrisburg 
for the session and he expects to spend 
much time here urging the passage of ap- 
portionment, ballot reform, and other legis- 
lation to which the Quay Republicans are 
committed. 

The anti-Quayites are out to-night with 
a statement “eclaring that the election of 
Mr. Quay Is a disgrace to the State and 
denouncing those of their organization who 
voted for Quay. They say that these men 
were elected on a platform opposing Quay, 
had signed a pledge to continue to oppose 
Qvay, and had proved traitors to their 
cause, Then they say:

PATTERSON WINS IN COLORADO. 


Democrats, Populists. and Silver Re- 
publicans Elect Him, 


DENVER, Jan. 15.—Thomas M. Patter- 
son was to-day elected United States Sen- 
ator to succeed Edward O. Wolcott. Mr. 
Patterson was the nominee of the Demo- 
ecrais, Populists, and Silver Republicans, 
receiving seventy-four votes out of a total 
of eighty-seven east at the joint caucus 
last night. Following is the result of the 
ballot taken by both branches of the Legis- 
lature in separate sessions this afternoon: 
Senete—Patiterson, 35; Wolcott, 1; absent, 
1. House—Patterson, 58; Wolcott, 7. The 
Senate and House will meet in joint session 
to-morrow and ratify to-day’s ballot. 

Thomes M. Patterson was born in Ire- 
land, Nov. 4, 1540. With his parents, he 
came to America in 1853. After a short 
residence in New York, the family removed 
to Crawfordsville, iInd., where Thomas 
worked for some time in a printing office. 
He enlisted at the first call for troops, 
but served only a few months, on account 
af poor heaith. He read law ahd practiced 
his profession for a time in Indiana. In 
1872 -he came to Denver, and formed a, 

artnership with Charles 8. Thomas, who, 

t is interesting to note, was his leading 
opponent in the Senatorial contest just 
elosed. This partnership lasted a_ year, 
but was resumed In 1879, and continued 
until 1800. In 1874 Mr. Patterson . was 
chosen Territorial Delegate to ‘Congress, 
and greatly aided in securing Statehood 
for Colotado. In 1876 he was sent back to 
Congress, this time as a Representative.

Made Affidavit that Hé Swore Falsely— 
Mrs. Rhoads’s Attorney Says the 
Arrest Is a Conspiracy. 





years old, of 2,472 Eighth Avenue, charged 
with perjury by agents of the Metropolitan 
Street Railway Company, is the latest de- 
velopment in the court history of the tragic 
death of Capt. George B. Rhoads of the 
Seventh Regiment, who was killed by an 
fighth Avenue trolley car in June, 1899. 
His widow was awarded a verdict of $37,000

damages in a suit brought against the 
company. The case is now on appeal. 
Capt. Rhoads, in the early morning of 


June 10, while crossing One Hundred and 
Thirty-third Street at Eighth Avenue, was 
struck by a swiftly moving ‘“ dead’’ car 
of the Eighth Avenue line, thrown violently 
to the ground, and instantly killed. His 
valuable watch was stolen by Policeman 
O’Brien of the West One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth Street Station,. who is now 
serving a four years’ sentence in Sing Sing 
Prison therefor. 

Peter Rensing and James Gallagher, two 
of the principal witnesses for the plaintiff, 
testified that they were eye-witnesses of 
the accident, and that the car was coming 
“Iike a cyclone.’”’ 

The Metropolitan's attorneys presented 
to Justice Russell, who sat in the damage 
case brought by Mrs. Rhoads, an affidavit 


of Rensing swearing that his original testi- 
mony was false. Justice Russell announced 
that he would appoint a referee to take the 
testimony in the case and decide upon the 
apparent contradictions. 
in the Centre Street Court yesterday 
Rensing was charged with perjury, and an 
alleged confession, signed and sworn to 
byshim, was presented, in which he states 
that his testimony before Justice Russell 
| was untrue, and that he arrived at the 
scene of the accident some time after it 
| had happened. 
| Vernon M. Davis and Frank L. Eckerson 
are Rensing’s counsel. Mr. Eckerson said 
| to Magistrate Mayo that emissaries of the 
| Metropolitan Street Railroad had obtained

Mr. Eckerson is the attorney of record in 
the action as brousht by Mrs. Rhoads.

* This is one of the most frightful jobs 
to defeat the decree of the Supreme Court 
ever brought to light in this city. All sorts 
of browbeating methods have been em- 
ployed and Rensing was continually har- 
assed by agents of the Metropolitan Road. 
Rensing was first interviewed by Judge 
Thomas Allison, who was retained in this 
case originally, but he became ill and asked 
me to appear as counsel. Rensing and 
Gallagher made affidavits in Judge Alli- 
son's office that they had witnessed the 
accident at One Hundred and Thirty-third 
Street and Eighth Avenue, and that they 
were standing on the corner directly in 
front of Capt. Rhoads at the time. These 
affidavits were made on July 12, 1899. Judge 
Allison makes affidavit to these facts un- 
der date of Dec. 1, 1900. He says that the 
two young men freely and frankly an- 
swered all questions put to them by him 
without prompting from any one. Ren- 
sing and Gallagher testified to exactly the 
same statements at the trial one year 
later. We also have the affidavit of Mrs. 
tensing, the béy’s mother, who states that 
Peter came home on the night of the ac- 
cident and described it to her. 

* Rensing made a second affidavit to me 
on Nov. 10, 1900, that his statements. on 
the witness stand were true. He alsa, told 
me that during the trial he had been ap- 
proached by a man named O'Connor, a 
aetective of the company, who had en- 
deavored to make him change his testi- 
mony, saying, ‘ We'll take care of you and 
take you in out of the cold.’ Rensing says 
O'Connor also remarked, ‘Five hundred 
dollars is a great deal better than noth- 
ing.’ Rensing also says that O’Connor of- 
fered him $50 to testify for the company, 
which he refused, 

“From the day the verdict was ren- 
dered,’ continued Mr, Eckerson, “ agents 
of the road kept at Rensing and Gallagher. 


They filled them full of grog and kept 
them up all hours of the night. On the 
l7th of November they got Rensing to 


sign the affidavit that they presented to 

Justice Russell. On the 23d they spirited 
both away to Philadelphia, then to Wash- 

ington, to keep them out of

| STOWAWAY’S LONG VOYAGE. | 


Fourteen-Year-Old James P. Haynes 
Ran Away from Home and Sailed 


Around the World. 


When the three-masted schooner Nor- 
wood, which sailed for the Orient on Nov. 
15, 1899, had cleared the Hook and stretched 
away for the Far East, hidden away in her 
forepeak was discovered James Pearley 
Haynes, fourteen years old, a stowaway 
from Portland, Me. He was an orphan, but 
had been carefully looked after and edu- 
cated by an uncle and aunt, the former of 
whom was the master carpenter of the 
Boston and Maine Railroad. He was about 
to graduate from the Portland Grammar 
School, but the school authorities refused

of the State Government, as proposed in 
his inaugural message.

Ten Inspectors, she asserts, are continu- 
ally needed for the garment workshops of 
this city alone, and their work is a mat- 
ter of National importance, ‘as clothing 
produced here is sold in every part of the 
Union, Mrs. Nathan declares that there 
are many garment workers in this city 
carrying on business without licenses. and 
hat there are others who have licenses to 
vrhich they are not entitled. 

She asserts that the local Board of Health 
is so far from being able to take upon 
itself any work now assigned to the State 
Board of Factory Inspection that it fails 
to enforce many sanitary provisions now 
intrusted to it, and Mrs. Nathan urges 
that the authority of the State Board in 
this regard be enlarged. 

Proper supervision of the bakeshops she 
mentions as being next in importance to 
guarding the clothing industry, and says

He supplied the diners with a pair 
of clappers and tambourines, so that when 
the band played negro melodies, the diners 
resolved themselves into an amateur mi 
strel organization and carried out the pulp 
poses of the Committee on Noise. 

Among those who were supplied with 
tambourines was Charles A. Moore, the 
machinery man, of Brooklyn, who at the 
Same time was the heaviest man among 
the diners. Mr. Moore and Mr. Wilson 
enlivened the proceedings by introducing 
a cakewalk, which was one of the features 
of the jubilee. After this part of the pro- 
gzramime had been carried out, Mr. Wilson 
possessed himself of a stuffed gamecock 
which had ornamented the principal table, 
and, accompanied by Mr. Moore and a 
imajority of the diners, they marched 
around the room to the inspiring strains of 
“Four, Four, Four Years More,” after 
which Mr. Wilson executed a jig on the 
principal table.

Rejected Suitor’s “Persistence Caused

About two years ago she met 
Byrnes and he asked if he might cal!. Per-* 
mission being granted, he did so frequently, 
The couple saw much of each other, wen 
to the theatres, and attended parties to- 
gether. But a short timé ago Miss Mc- 
Alpin avers, she learned that the chemist 
looked upon the wine that was red. She 
told him that he needn’t come ‘round any 
more. He persisted. She resisted. Her 
brother insisted. And thereupon Byrnes de- 
sisted, and took to telephoning. A few 
nights ago the ‘phone bell tinkled, and Miss 
McAlpin answered it. \ 

“Tf want you to reconsider your deter- 
mination,” came the voice over the wire. 
It sounded like Byrnes’s. 

‘“ Henceforth we are strangers,”” answered 
the young woman. Then she hung up the 
receiver. 

On Monday night a man was seen hang- 
ing about the McAlpin home in Emerson 
Place. The brother with three of his 
friends, made a reconnaissance, and discov- 
ered that it was the rejected suitor. Ac- 
tive hostilities followed, and after a severe 
pummeling Edward McAlpin and his friends 
took Byrnes over to e Kalb Avenue, 
where they told the story to a policeman. 
The brother said that he had been in- 
formed that Byrnes had threatened to shoot 
his sister. Investigation on the part of 
the policeman brought to light two loaded 
revolvers in the young chemist’s pockets. 
He was placed under arrest, but was so 
badly battered that an ambulance was sum- 
moned and he was sent to the hospital.

SWEARING OFF TAXES. 
Long Line at the ‘Department All Day— 
Why Assessments Are Kept Secret. 


The swearing off of personal taxes began 
yesterday in the Department of Taxes, in 
the Stewart Building. As early as 8 0’clock 
there was a line of fifty persons. At 10 
o'clock the tax officials had more than 
they could do. One door was used for 
those assessed for léss than $10,000 and one 
for persons assessed over $10,000 and for 
corporations. In the line ‘assessed under

There are many designing 
lawyers and other persons who, if we al- 
lowed an indiscriminate examination of the 
personal tax books, would resort to ques- 
tionable methods, which might involve the 
department. If the newspapers of New 
York desire to print a list of personal as- 
sessments, I will have one prepared longer 
than they will want to use of all the assess- 
men on well-khown men and ¢orpora- 
tions?’ 

Controller Coler said: ‘I think it would 
be a good idea if the books were opened. | 
know that if | was at the head of the tax 
department the books would have been put 
on literal public inspection yesterday, and 
there would have been no trouble at all.” 


Resolution for Street Signs. 

A resolution was introduced at the meet- 
ing of the Council and’ Board of Aldermen 
yesterday providing for enameled street 
signs to be placed on all houses at the in- 
tersection of streets. President Guggen- 
heimer, who was ill. at home yesterday 
when the resglutiorn was introduced, was 
informed that only one firm in the United 
States could meke the enamel signs called 
for in the ordinance, and he asked to have 
the resolution recalled at once.

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FINANCE, CHIEF TOPIC 
OF THE MAYOR'S MESSAGE 


Increase of City Debt Laid to 
Mayor Strong’s Administration. 








BONDED DEBT IS $279,725,370 





Mandatory Laws Held Responsible for 
Other Expenses— References to 
Rapld Transit and Bridges. 





Mayor Van Wyck’s last annual message 
was sent to the Municipal Assembly yes- 
terday. He says that the “orgy of finan- 
cial extravagance which was indulged in 
prior to consolidation’’ during Mayor 
Strong's administration was responsible for 
the large burdens placed on the city dur- 
ine the last three years. There are no 
promises or recommendations as to what 
the city should do in the future. 

The only reference the Mayor makes to 
his record is in this paragraph: 

“The statistics contained demonstrate 
that this showing, which might appear dis- 
creditable to those unfamiliar With matters 
of municipal finance, or which might be 
made to appear so by sensationalists of 
hostile prejudice determined to distort the 
truth, is, in reality, most creditable to the 
administration over which I have the honor 
to preside.”’ 

In explanation of the enormous increase 
in the city’s bonded indebtedness in 1900, 
Mayor Van Wyck claims that about two- 
thirds of the city’s credit has been used 
for the purpose of liquidating old indebted- 
ness of Mayor Strong’s administration, and 
“the remainder has been applied to pub- 
lic improvements of the most necessary 
character.”’ 

The first section of the méssage contains 
a statement of the city’s indebtedness on 
Jan. 1, 1901. The Mayor states that, ac- 
cording to the records of Controller Coler’s 
office, the net bonded indebtedness on Jan. 
1, 1901, was $279,725,370. 

The bonded indebtedness of the city on 
Jan. 1, 1900, was $252,676,035. The increase 
in the bonded debt of $24,949,334 in the year 
1900 is reduced to $20,508,417 by the regis- 
tration of bonds which appeared on Jan. 
1, 1900, to be outstanding, but not re- 
corded or not approved as to legality. He 
then writes: 

Even this increase, however, appears at first 
sight to be so remarkable as to call for ex- 
planation, and I particularly invite your analysis 
of the detailed statement hereinafter presented. 

The statistics therein contained demonstrate 
that this showing, which might appear dis- 
ereditable to those unfamiliar with matters of 
municipal finance, or which might be made to 
appear so by sensationalists of hostile prejudice 
determined to distort the truth, ts in reality, 


most creditable to the administration over which 
I have the honor to preside. 


DISTRIBUTION OF THE DEBT. 


A statement of the purposes for which 
the bonds were issued is printed. The mes- 
gage shows that $9,724,309 of bonds were 
issued for building the new Hall of Rec- 
ords, new public schools and schoolhouse 
sites, for high schools, for a Court House 
site in Harlem, for an extension to the 


Metropolitan Museum of Art, and for an 
addition to the Museum of Arts and Sci- 
ences in Brooklyn. 

The sum of $3,315,196 was spent on public 
parks, the money being acquired from bond 
sales. Of this $2,000,000 was for a park 
bounded by Houston, Stanton, Pitt, and 
Sheriff Streets; $886,886 for a park on the 
East River, between One Hundred and 
Eleventh and One Hundred and Fourteenth 
Streets, and the rest for park lands and 
improvements. 

Bonds to the amount of $5,317,000 were 
issued in 1900 for the construction of 
bridges. Of this sum, $4,500,000 was for the 
new East River Bridge, $500,000 for the 
Willis Avenue Bridge, and $180,000 for a 
bridge across Newtown Creek, in Brooklyn. 

The repaving and improvements. of 
streets and roads cost New York in 1900 
$3,010,200, and $3,450,000 was spent for the 
improvement of the water supply. The 
work on the new aqueduct in 1900 cost the 
city $2,750,000. 

he above expenditures are all in addition 
to the amounts allowed for the mainten- 
ance of the several departments in the tax 
budget. 

Bonds to the amount of $3,874,705 were is- 
sued for the use of the Department of 
Docks and Ferries. 

In the miscellaneous list Mayor Van 
Wyck includes $1,000,000 of bonds issued to 
start work on the rapid transit railroad; 

2,598,211 for opening and widening streets; 

1,784,553 for replenishing the fund for 
street and park openings; $1,124,275 to 
carry out the mandatory provisions of the 
Davis law, which increased school teach- 
ers’ salaries, and $2,874 to ‘“‘Thomas J. 
Dunn, late Sheriff of New York County, in 
defending actions brought by or against 
him for acts done in his official capacity.”’

EXPLANATION OF THE EXPENSES. 


The Mayor explains this large increase in 
the city’s debt as follows: 

Of the $32,678,012.93 corporate stock issued 
over $20,000,000 were issued for the purpose of 
liquidating liabilities incurred by the City of 
New York prior to consolidation. Part of this 
amount was needed to provide for payments on 
contract obligations incurred prior to that time, 
but for which bonds had either not been issued 
at all or else issued for insufficient amounts. 
A large portion of this $20,000,000 was also 
needed to pay awards for lands taken by con- 
demnation proceedings instituted prior to Jd®. 
1, 1808. It will thus be seen that about two- 
thirds of the use of the city’s credit during the 
year 1900 has been for the purpose of liquidat- 
ing old indebtedness; the remainder has been ap- 
plied to public improvements of the most neces- 
sary character. The policy of economy in the use 
of the city’s credit, outlined in my message to 
your honorable body of Jan. 3, 1898, has been 
faithfully observed. It is not a showy policy 
nor a grateful one for any Administration, but 
the necessity for it has been imperative during 
three years owing to the orgy of 
financial extravagance which was indulged in 
prior to consolidation. The process of liquida- 
tion, though still incomplete, has so far pro- 

essed that it is certain that at the end of 
his year, if the exceptional liability on the 
rapid transit contract be excluded, as it should 
Be, from consideration, the indebtedness of 
this city outside of its funded debt will be 
reduced to a minimum, and a most satisfactory 
comparison can be made with the staggering 
burden of debt of this character assumed on 
the date of consolidation. 

The debt of the city not represented by 
bonds has been reduced in the last three 
years $21,248,747.

THE INCREASE EXPLAINED. 


Mayor Van Wyck then explains in detail 
the increases in the cost of New York's 
government during the past three years, as 
follows: 


. 

Of the increase in 1900 over 1899, $1,554,058.14 
is in the Department of Education, $1,373,942 
having been specifically appropriated in that 
year for increases of teachers’ salaries, to carry 
ay effect the provisions of the so-called Ahearn 
act. 

The increase of. $1,072,237.49 in the appropria- 
tion for charitable Institutions was only apparent, 
as the effect of charging the budget with pay- 
ments, theretofore-made from the Excise Fund, 
was to increase correspondingly the general fund 
for the reduction of taxation,.and the net tax 
levy remained in that respect unchanged. 

In the Park Department an increase of $45,000 
was made in the appropriations required by law 
to be made to the several museums under private 
management located in the parks. The Police 
Department appropriation was increased $194,- 
906.52. to provide for mandatory increases of 
policemen’s salaries and for election purposes. 
In the Street Cleaning Department there was an 
increase of $455,482.26, most of which was re- 
quired to carry into effect in the Borough of 
Brooklyn the mnandatory provisions of the charter 
relative to the extension of the Manhattan sys- 
tem of street cleaning. 

The Fire Department appropriation was 
creased $397,012.37, largely: on account of the 
mandatory provisions of Sectlon 740 of the 
charter relative to the equalization of pay of 
Brooklyn firemen and promotions throughout the 
entire force In the remaining appropriations 
the decreases substantially offset the increases. 

The causes of the increase of $4,303,767.56 in 
the budget of 1901 over 1900 are even more ap- 
parent. 

Ninety-one per cent. thereof is to be found in 


in- 


the appropriation of the Department of Educa- 
tion, which increased $3,918,706.60, nearly all of 
whieh was due to the mandatory ‘four mills ” 
provision of the so-called Davis law. 


FOR SCHOOLS AND BRIDGES. 


The message shows that during the year 
1900, $3,500,000 was authorized for school- 
houses and sites, and that in 1899 the sum 
of $7,673,640 was spent for the same pur- 
poses. In the budget for 1901, provision is 
made for a further issue of $3,500,000 for 


schoolhouses and sites, and Mayor Van 
Wyck states that in three years the city 
has increased its bonded indebtedness for 
the purposes of schoolhouses and sites alone 
in the sum of $14,673,640. 

Mayor Van Wyck refers to the record of 
his administration in »ridge building as 
follows: 

During the year 1900 bonds to the amount of 
$4,000,000 were authorized to be issued for the 
purpose of carrying on the construction of the 
New East River Bridge. During the year past 
the work of construction has so far progressed 
that the anchorages of the bridge have been 
completed so far as can be done before the com- 


pletion of the cables. The steel towers haye been 
erected and cable saddles have been placed 
thereon ready for cable making to begin. Prepa- 


rations are being made to begin the erection of 
temporary foot bridges, which serve as_ false 
works for the support of the main cables during 
erection. It is expected that the construction of 
these temporary foot bridges will be completed 
and the work of constructing the main cables 
begun during the approaching Spring. 

During the past year the issue of corporate 
stock to the amount of $1,000,000 for the con- 
struction of an additional bridge, known as 
Bridge No. 3, between the Boroughs of Manhat- 
tan and Brooklyn, has been duly authorized; the 
plans for the proposed bridge have been approved 
by the War Department of the United States, and 
the contract for soundings and borings has been 
awarded, and the necessary soundings and bor- 
ings have been completed. 

Plans for the construction of a bridge between 
the Boroughs of Manhattan and Queens were 
transmitted to the Secretary of War in Septem- 
ber, 1899, and that officer declined to take action 
upon them until furnished with the specific au- 
thority for the construction of the bridge. An 
ordinance authgrizing the building of the bridge 
was introduced In the Council on Noy. 18, 189 
but it was not finally adopted by the Municipal 
Assembly until ‘it passed the Board of Aldermen 
on Noy. 8, 1900, receiving my approval on the 
15th day of November. Notwithstanding that a 
copy of this ordinance has been brought to the 
attention of the Sé@cretary of War, whose ap- 
proval of the plans is necessary before actual 
construction of the bridge can commence, he has 
up to this date failed to act upon the same, 


THE RAPID TRANSIT TUNNEL. 


Referring to the rapid transit matter, the 
Mayor reports as follows: 


In February, 1900, the Board of Rapid Transit 
Railroad Commissioners awarded a contract for 
the builidng of a system of underground rapid 
transit, extending from the City Hall in the 
Borough of Manhattan, through that borough 
and into the Borough of The Bronx. The board 
having fixed the cost of the proposed work at 
$36,500,000, made yequisition upon the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment for that amount 
of money, and on March 1, 1900, the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment authorized the 
issue of corporate stock of the City of New 
York in that amount. During the year 1900, 
therefore, a system of rapid transit which has 
been so long promised to the people of the city, 
and so long Jooked forward to, has taken definite 
shape, and its completion has been assured by 
the execution of a contract for the doing of the 
necessary work and by the assumption on. the 
part of the city of an aggregate indebtedness 
of $36,500,000, the amount necessary to carry 
out and complete the proposed system according 
to the plans and specifications adopted by the 
Board of Rapid Transit Railroad Commissioners. 

It is further gratifying to call attention to the 
fact that work under the proposed contract has 
been commenced promptly in various parts of the 
city, and is steadily progressing. 

It still remains for the city to provide such 
an addition to the system already adopted as 
will insure an adequate and complete system 
of underground rapid transit between the Bor- 
oughs of Manhattan and the Bronx and 
Borough of Brooklyn. While the demand for 
rapid transit may proceed from boroughs or 
localities in the city, the benefits to be derived 
from it are shared by the city as a whole. Dur- 
ing the year 1900 the Board of Rapid Transit 
Railroad Commissioners have taken up and 
given consideration to proposed plans for this 
necessary extension to the Borough of Brooklyn. 
There is every reason to believe that the for- 
malities required by law as prerequisite to the 
laying out of a route and the awarding of a 
contract for doing the work will be complied 
with during the current year. When this is 
done, the local authorities can be relied upon 
to obligate the city for the necessary cost of 
construction, due regard being had to the Con- 
stitutional debt limit, 


THE “ HOLD-UP” OF BOND ISSUES. 


In closing his message Mayor Van Wyck 
writes that he called the attention of the 
Municipal Assembly last year to the fact 
that ‘“‘unnecessary delay in such matters 


{bond issues].may result in pecuniary loss 
to the city, and it cannot fail to disar- 
range the plans for public improvements 
made by the heads of administrative de- 
partments.’’ Mayor Van Wyck then shows 
that the Board of Aldermen and the Coun- 
cil are still delaying public business and 
causing the city pecuniary loss by contin- 
uing to hold up bond issues. He gives a 
list of the bonds authorized by the Board 
of Estimate and unacted on by the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly. 

The closing paragraphs of the message 
are as follows: 

Such delays have resulted not merely in delay- 
ing the completion of important public works, 
but have also compelled the city to pay out of 
its Treasury thousands of dollars for interest on 
awards for lands taken for public purposes, when 
such payment was wholly unnecessary, as the 
city could at any time borrow all the money 
requisite to meet its obligations at rates much 
less than the maximum rate of interest allowed 
by_law in such cases. 

The provisions of the present charter require 
for the adoption of ordinances authorizing public 
works the affirmative votes of three-fourths of 
all the members elected to both houses of the 
Municipal Assembly. This means twenty-two 
affirmative votes in the Council and forty-five 
in the Board of Aldermen. This provision per- 
mits an obstructive minority of small size to 
hold up ordinances for bridges, public buildings, 
and public improvements generally. 

The message was not read yesterday at 
the meeting of the Board of Aldermen or 
the Council, but was ordered printed in the 
minutes. P

Suspension of B. E. Valentine Affirmed. 


ALBANY, Jan. 15.—The Court of Appeals 
to-day affirmed the decision of the Gen- 
eral Term of the Supreme Court, in Brook- 
lyn, in suspending from practice for a pe- 
riod of two years Benjamin E. Valentine 
of New York City, an attorney at law. The 
ease dates back to December, 1893, when 
charges were made by Charles Hewlitt in 
Brocklyn that Valentine had been guilty of 
fraudulent practices. 





To Report Nominations Favorably. 

ALBANY, Jan. 15.—The Senate Finance 
Committee met this noon and decided to 
report favorably all the nominations made 
by ex-Gov. Roosevelt during recess, and by 


Gov. Odell, referred to the committee dur- 
ing the past week. Exception is made in 
the case of John E. Kraft of_ Kingston, 
named Monday night by Gov. Odell to be 
Civil Service Commissioner in place of Silas 
W. Burt, removed. 


Bill to Benefit Street Cleaners. 


Patrick J. McNulty, business agent of the

IN LEGAL PROFESSION 


Caustic Comment by President of 
State Bar Association. 














Lax Requirements and Lack of Train- 
ing Border on Disgrace—Minister 
Wu Expounds Chinese Law. 





ALBANY, Jan. 15.—Caustic and sensa- 
tional were the statements made by Judge 
Francis M. Finch, formerly Associate 
Judge of the Court of Appeals, in an ad- 
dress as President of the State Bar Asso- 
ciation, when he declared that the legal 
profession was overcrowded; that the rush 
is an evil and a hardship both to the old 
and the new members; that, pressed by the 
necessities of a livelihood, there is danger 
that men.may be tempted to gain money 
by questionable means and may bring 
scandal and disgrace upon the profession. 
He said, in part: 

‘‘Even the veterinary student may not 
doctor a horse unless he has studied for 
two years in a competent institution. Is 
the law so much easier, so much simpler, 
sO much less loaded with responsible duty, 
that a college graduate may practice It 
after a two years’ lingering in a law office 
and a non-graduate in one year more? I 
mear to free myself from all responsibility 
tor the situation, tor it borders on disgrace 
to see the profession which should outrank 
all the rest trailing tar in the rear and 
tempting with its easy-swinging doors a 
scrambie of the unfit. 

‘In this country it is a National fault 
that we muke lawyers but never jurists. 
We study law as an art, but never as a 
science. That fault is an outcome of our 
intensely practical lives, never inclined to 
ask why, but always determined to know 
what. The mistake of it lies in this, Law 
is not a mere catalogue of arbitrary ruies 
lf that were so, to know those rules would 
be enough. Law is a growth, and is grow- 
ing yet, and will continue to grow when 
you @nd 1 are gone.” 

‘‘T would not go so far as did that com- 
mittee of the American Bar Association, 
whose report, though unaccepted, was an 
admirable product of their research and 
their thought. I would not say, as they did, 
that our whole system of study should be 
overthrown and in its place be put the 
study of law as a science and not merely 
as an art; but I do say that it is a shaine 
to graduate a lawyer densely and absolutely 
ignorant of the history of his own profes- 
sion, and that it is entirely possible with a 
better preparation and a longer course to 
parallel the lines of technical study with 
the elements of jurisprudence. 

‘** And so | plead with our admirable court 
that the schools may have the opportunity 
through the requirement of higher prepara- 
tion and longer lines of study to train 
up men who will be an honor to the profes- 
sion and a blessing to the State. 

‘*‘And now I must relieve your patience. 
I have said what I[ should; | have done 
what I could. This effort in behalf of legal 
education is possibly the last service which 
I can render to the State in which my life 
nas been lived, and to which I owe both al- 
legiance and gratitude. It might have been 
more interesting to have discussed before 
you some problem of the law or some un- 
settled question of jurisprudence, but what 
I have said has seemed to me a duty not to 
be postponed or neglected or in any way 
subordinated to the mere pleasures of the 
occasion. No man knows more thoroughly 
than I do the need of speaking as I have 
spoken, and whatever the outcome I shall 
feel at least that I have not been unfaithful 
to my chosen profession."’ 

Judge Finch advocated a plan to raise the 
standard of preliminary education, making 
it equivalent to a four years’ course in a 
high school and four years’ study at law in 
the case of students who study wholly in 
law offices, and three years for students 
who study in law schools. 

Wu Ting-fang, Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary of China to the 
United States, addressed the members of- 
the association at Hermanus Bleecker Hall 
to-night. The hall was filled with 4, 
persons, who listened with great attention 
to Minister Wu's address, the’ eppiert of 
which was “Chinese Jurisprudence.” ~ On 
the stage were seated Judges of the Court 
of Appeals and Supreme Court, te offi- 
cers, members orf the Legislature, and 
prominent members of the bar. 

Mr. Wu's address was a rather technical 
exposition of the Chinese law, which he 
sketched in considerable detail, enumerat- 
ing many of the offenses recognized in 
China and the punishments ppow sien for 
each. He asserted that on th dle the 
Chinese law, both in its character and in 
its administration, is much sufefiom to that 
in any other Asiatic country. He suggest- 
ed, however, that the Penal Code, which 
has been in use for 250 years, and which 
was suited to the time when it was adopt- 
ed, should be changed now to bring it into 





















accord with modern conditions. He him- 
self had made efforts 
without success. A commercial code, he 


added, to regulate business intercourse be- 
tween the Chinese and foreigners engaged 
in trade in China, is an urgent necessity.

HEARING ON RAMAPO BILL. 


Repeal of the Company’s Charter to 
be Argued Next Tuesday, 


ALBANY, Jan. 15.—Assemblyman Mor- 
gan of Kings appeared before the Cities 
Committee of the Assembly this afternoon 
and asked that a date be set for a hearing 
on his bill to repeal the special charter of 
the Ramapo Water Company. Chairman 
Kelsey fixed upon Tuesday, the 22d inst., 
as the date for a hearing. 

Mr. Morgan's other Ramapo bill, author- 
izing the city to go into any other State 
for its water supply, will not be taken up 
until the Charter Revision Commission has 
submitted its report. It is expected that 
the commission will provide for this emer- 
gency in its report. If not, then Mr. Mor- 
gan's bill will be pushed. 

Among those who will appear in favor of 
the bill will be representatives from the 
Merchants’ Association, the Brooklyn 
League, and the Manufacturing Associa- 
tion. 

Mr. Morgan does not expect any opposi- 
tion to his bill except from the company 
itself. The company’s legal representatives 
are Hoadly, Lauterbach & Johnson. Last 
year, when the bills were up for argument, 
Mr. Limburger appeared as the representa- 
tive of the firm. 


THE PROPOSED COMMISSIONERS, 


Eligibility Under Bills to Reduce 
Prison and Charities Boards. 


ALBANY, Jan. 15.—Attention was called 
to the fact to-day that the bills providing 
for a new Prison Commission and a State 


Board of Charities permit the Governor to 
designate as two members of each, board 
‘“members of the Land Board or Consti- 
tutional State officers.'’’ The question at 
once arose as to what State officers wil! be 
eligible for designation under that provis- 


ion. 

The Land Board is composed of the Lieu- 
tenant Governor, the Speaker of the As- 
sembly, the Secretary of State, the Con- 
troller, the Treasurer, the State Engi- 
neer and Surveyor, and the Attorney Gen- 
eral. In addition to these, the other Con- 
stitutional officers are the State Superin- 
tendent of Prisons, the State Superintend- 
ent of Public Works, and the members of 
the State Commission in Lunacy, the 
State Board of Charities, and the State 
Prison Commission. 

In selecting the Constitutional officers to 
serve on the State Prison Commission and 
the State Board of Charities the Governor 
may select any of the above-enumerated 
officers, with the exception of the present 
members of the State Board of Charities 
and the Prison Commission, who will be 
legislated out of office by the creation of 
the new boards and therefore cease to be 
eligible for appointment as Constitutional 
officers.

AGAINST RAINES LAW HOTELS. 


Bill Introduced to Raise Price of 
Licenses and Fix Room Tax. 


Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, Jan. 15.—Senator Davis of Buf- 
falo this morning introduced a bill which 
has for its main object the abolition of 
the so-called Raines law hotel. ‘* The bill,’ 


says Senator Davis, ‘eliminates the un- 
wise and unpleasant features of the Raines 
liquor tax law and retains all its meri- 
torious points.”’ 

The bill provides for local option in citles, 
which can be submitted at election each 
year. It increases the price of hotel 
licenses one-half aboye the present tax, 
so that if a hotel pays $500 license, it will 
be required to pay $750. And if there are 
more than twenty-five rooms in the hotels 
an extra tax of $1 for each room is re- 
quired. 

“If a legitimate hotel business is being 
earried on,’’ Senator Davis said, ‘ there 
will be no difficulty in paying the tax, but 
if the hotels are off color, they will prob- 
ably be suppressed by this additional tax.” 
Senator Davis’s bill does not meddle with 
the present State Excise Department and 
the saloon licenses are the same. 

Senator Davis's bill was drawn by Lodo- 
wick H. Jones, a young lawyer and re- 
former of Buffalo, who has devoted two 
years to acquiring a personal knowledge 
of the working of the Raines law and its 
violations. 

Mr, Jones says the object of the bill is 
to permit the people of each community 
to decide just what they want to do about 
the liquor traffic in their town. He be- 
lieves that having laws on the statute 
books which are not enforced tends to de- 
grade the morals of the people. 


TO SELL PENITENTIARY LANDS. 





Strong Effort to Secure Removal of 
the Kings County Institution. 
Shecial to The New York 1 :mes. 
ALBANY, Jan. 15.—A determined effort 
is to be made at this session of the Legis- 
lature to secure legislation for the tearing 
down and removal of the Kings County 
Penitentiary. Bills with this end in view 
were introduced to-day by Senator Mar- 
shall in the Senate and Assemblyman Rem- 
sen in the House, The removal of the peni- 
tentiary is said to be desired by the citi- 
zens of Brooklyn generally. The institu- 
tion is situated in a section which has of 
recent years been developing into one of 
the finest residence sections in Brooklyn, 
and the existence of the penitentiary build- 
ing in its present location is an obstacle to 

further progress. 

At the last session of the Legislature a 
bill providing for the removal of the peni- 
tentiary was passed by the Legislature, but 
the Mayor vetoed it because one of its pro- 
visions was that the inmates of the peni- 
tentiary were to be removed to Barren Isl- 


and. This island, which is situated in the 
Rockaway Iniet, is almost inaccessible in 
the Winter time on account of the ice. In 
a letter which he wrote to the Mayor Com- 
missioner of Correction Lantry gave it as 
his opinion that the island woulda not be a 
proper place to keep the penitentiary pris- 
oners. ‘The feature which caused the fail- 
ure of the bill passed last year has been 
eliminated from the present bill. 

Under the terms of the present bill the 
Commissioner of Correction is author- 
ized and directed to commence at once 
the tearing down and removal of the peni- 
tentiary pbuilding, the material so obtained 
to be used in his discretion in the erec- 
tion of another building upon any island 
within the limits of the City of Greater 
New York, or to be sold and the proceeds 
ee paid into the general fund of New 
yrk City 
he inmates of the penitentiary are to be 
removed to any one or more of the peni- 
tentiaries within the limits of the city. 

The Controller is authorized to sell at 

public auction the lands upon which the 
penitentiary is located, and all lands adjoin- 
ing the same belonging to the city, subject 
to the penitentiary’s removal. Before mak- 
injs such sale the Controller shall cause the 
lands to be surveyed and laid out into sep- 
arate building lots and appraised in sep- 
arate lots by three appraisers, to be ap- 
pointed by him. The terms upon which the 
land is to be sold are one-third cash, with 
a mortgage to the city for the remainder 
for a period not to exceed five years, and 
at a rate of interest not exceeding 5 per 
gcent, : 
In discussing the proposed removal of the 
penitentiary, Assemblyman Remsen said 
to-day: * The penitentiary is located in the 
vicinity of Prospect Park upon ground so 
high that it commands a view of the 
whole surrounding country, and which has 
become among the most desirable property 
for residence extension in the whole of 
Brooklyn... The penitentiary grounds would 
make at least 140 twenty-foot lots, which 
would bring all the way from $2,000 to 
$5,000 each. There is no good reason why 
the penitentiary should be kept up. It is 
an immense building with accommodations 
for about 2;000 prisoners, but there are 
searcely ever more than 300 prisoners con- 
fined there, and nearly all of these are 
short term prisoners. The Commissioner 
of Correction has informed me that these 
prisoners could be taken care of in other 
penal institutions of the city without any 
crowding.”’ 





TO ABOLISH DEATH PENALTY. 


Scnator Cocks Preparing a Bill—Gen, 
Curtis Says Capital Punishment 
Increases Lynchings. 


ALBANY, Jan, 15.—Senator William Wil- 
lets Cocks of Old Westbury was to-day 
busily engaged in framing his bill for the 
abolition of capital punishment. He pro- 
poses that any person found guilty of mur- 
der, first degree, shall be confined in prison 
during the term of his natural life, and that 
those convicted of murder in the second de- 
gree shall be imprisoned for thirty years, 
with no reduction of the term of servitude 
tor good behavior. Senator Cocks has been 
in communication with the Society of 
Friends, and to-day received a letter from 
the President containing his views. Mr. 
Cocks is a Quaker, and claims that there is 
a strong sentiment against capital punish- 
ment, and he believes that there is a better 
chance this year to pass the bill than ever 
before. 

Gen. Newton M. Curtis, in a letter to 
Senator Cocks, said that only one lynching 
was reported last year in a State where the 


death penalty had ceased to exist. This 
was in Colorado. ‘In Indiana,’ he wrote, 
‘where capital punishment is inflicted, 
there have been, on an average, eight 


lynchings in each year for a long time. 
During a similar period Michigan, a heigh- 
boring State, in which there is no death 
penalty, has had only four lynchings alto- 
gether. Lynchings, so the statistics show, 
have decreased or increased in the same 
ratio as the infliction of the death penalty 
has increased or decreased,” 

Gen. Curtis further said that John G. Car- 
lisle, ex-Gov. Foster of Ohio, and Senator 
James H. Berry of Arkansas, had admitted 
to him that the death a often 
thwarted the ends of justice, in that law- 
yers defending a culprit accused of murder 
would in many cases have it arranged so 
that their client might be indicted for mur- 
der in the first degree, in order thus to se- 
cure more easily the prisoner's acquittal. 


AGAINST CONEY ISLAND RESORTS. 


Bill to Fix License of Dance Halls at 
$100—8500 for Other Places. 


ALBANY, Jan. 15.—Senator Samuel 
Slater introduced a bill to-day which he 
says is aimed at the notorious “ board- 
walk” dancing resorts existing at Coney 
Island. The Senator believes that the way 
to compel these resorts to quit business is 
to charge them a license which shall be too 


expensive for them to pay. As a whole, 
his measure is permissive, giving the re- 
sorts a legal status that they do not now 


enjoy. 

hexnnically the bill amends the Greater 
New York charter relative to the licensing 
of places of public exhibitions and amuse- 
ments. Section 346 is amended to read: 
‘The Police Board is authorized to grant 
licenses for public exhibitions and amuse- 
ments,’’ &c. The words ‘‘and amuse- 
ments”"’ are new matter. 

Section 1,472, which defines what public 
exhibitions are unauthorized without a 
license, is amended to read: 

It shall not be lawful * * * to permit danc- 
ing in any place licensed for the sale of liquor 
or where liquor is sold, or in any room. place, 
or apartment connected therewith by any door, 
window, or other aperture, until a license for the 
place of such exhibition or dancing for such pur- 
pose shall have first been obtained,

NEW CONEY ISLAND BOARDWALK. 


Bill for $350,000 Structure—Property 
Owners to Pay Half for Land. 


Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, Jan. 15.—Assemblyman Rem- 


sen to-day introduced a bill for the con- 
struction of a $350,000 board walk at Coney 
Island. The bill provides for the condem- 
nation of a strip along the ocean front on 
Coney Island from West Thirty-seventh 
Street to West Fifth Street. The strip 
to be condemned is 8,000 feet in length by 
40 feet in width, with a 110-foot)/easement 
between board walk and ocean. 

One-half the cost of the property con- 
demned is to be paid by the property own- 
ers and one-half by the city. The city is 
to bear the whole cost of the construction 
of the walk. A commission of three mem- 
bers, to be appointed by the Supreme Court, 
is to act with the Controller and President 
of the Borough of Brooklyn to condemn 
the property.

ALBANY, Jan. 15.—Senator Elsberg in- 
troduced a bill to-day that provides for 
the reduction of the fee for Incorporation 
in the State from one-eighth of 1 per cent. 
to one-fiftieth of 1 per cent., to carry out 
the strenuous recommendations of Deputy 


Controller Theodore Gilman, made to the 
Legislature. 

Mr. Gilman asserts that because of a low 
incorporation tax New Jersey, during the 
last year, collected more than $1,000,000 in 
organization taxes, and during the same 
period the great State of New York col- 
ected only the sum of $356,778 from the 
same source. He believes that more than 
80 per cent. of the vast amount paid into 
the Treasury of New Jersey was contrib- 
uted by New York capital. It would be 
well, he says, if the difficulty ceased at 
this point, but it does not. After becoming 
incorporated under the laws of another 
State, these corporations continue to pay 
taxes into the Treasury of that State an- 
nually aggregrating more than $1,000,000. 

“It is manifest,’’ says Mr. Gilman, “ that 
more leniency might be shown to our do- 
mestic corporations now subject to taxa- 
tion if these changes are made, and the 
State gain at least $2,500,000 per annum.”’ 








MUNICIPAL TENEMENT HOUSES. 


Will Be Sent to the Legislature. 


Alexander Law, a Knight of Labor car- 
penter, is preparing a bill empowering the 
city to build a municipal tenement house 
with a frontage of a city block. He pro- 
poses that the tenement be. built on the 
same plans as municipal tenements in Glas- 
gow and London, with all the modern im- 
provements of flathouses of the better 
class. The money for ae and run- 
ning the municipal tenement house is to 
be appropriated by the city and be repaid 
in rents.

Mr. Bacon and Mr. Hanna Get Into 
a Political Argument. 








The Bacon Amendment Depriving the 
President of Discretionary Power 


to Increase Army Tabled. 





WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Some progress 
Was made by the Senate to-day in the 
consideration of the Army Reorganization 
bill. One amendment that has created 
much debate was disposed of, and an inti- 
mation made that a vote would be reached 


“very soon."” To-day’s debate opened 
with statements by Mr. Pettus, (Dem., 
Ala.,) Mr. Bate, (Dem., Tenn.,) and Mr. 
Cockrell, (Dem., Mo.,) members of the 
Committee on Military Affairs, in opposi- 
tion to the measure Mr. Pettus said he 
regarded a large stunding army as “the 


greatest threat to the liberties of a repub- 


lic that could be made by mortal man.” 
Mr. Cockrell. made. it perfectly clear that 
he was opposed to the authorization of a 
large standing army in the pending meas- 
ure, and declared his intention to vote 
against it. He believed it to be the duty 
of Congress, however, to pass the bill as 
speedily as was consistent with proper 
debate. He pointed out that delay in the 
passing of the bill would seriously embar- 


rass the Government in the transportation 
of troops to Philippines. 

Mr. Bacon then took the 
floor in amendment 
to strik« words, ‘* con- 
ferring upon the President power to in- 
crease from the minimum to the maximum 
limit the strength of 
and cavalry arms of the service.”’ 
clared that the army was not 
control our people, and there was no logic 
in the proposition that the army ought to 
be increased in proportion to the popula- 
tion. 

“Does the Senator think,” 
Mr. Scott, (Dem., Va.,) “ that 
the polls: last Fall indicated 
American people are afraid of a 
army?’

Mr. Foraker (Rep., Ohio,) contended there 
Was no warrant for the statement that the 
discretionary power conferred upon the 
President was unprecedented. As a fact, 
he said, it was distinctly in*line with all 
precedents, and he cited instances where 
Similar authority had been delegated by 
Congress to the President : 

Mr. jacon then replied to the inquiry 
made of him b Mr. Scovt. Ue did not 
think the American people had passed upon 
the question of increasing the army. They 
had not voted upon the questton whether 
the United Siates should pass from a free 
Republic to an imperialistic Government. 
He declared that the /Republicans in the 
campaign “took advantage of serious mis- 
takes of their political opponents” and 
skillfully used those mistakes to their ad- 
vantage. 

“They won the fight,’’ declared Mr. Ba- 
con, “upon the financial question and the 
full dinner pail.” 

When Mr. Bacon reiterated his statement 
that the American people had not passed 
upon the question of ‘‘ imperialism,” Mr. 
Hanna, Chairman of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee, interrupted him to say 
that “every issue made by ‘the “Kansas 
City Convention was met and disposed of.” 

Mr. Bacon replied that the newspapers 
quoted Mr. Hanna, when the distinguished 
leader of the Republican Party made his 
brilliant tour through the Northwest, as 
saying that ‘*“‘ there was no question of im- 
perialism involved in the campaign.”’ 

“The question was not one of imperial- 
ism,’’ suggested Mr. Hanna, “ but whether 
the policy of the Administration should be 
supported. I said there was no such thing 
as imperialism in our Government, and 
could not be. Without any offense to the 
arty on the other side, I regard imperial- 
sm as a fake issue.’’ 

Mr. Bacon maintained that Mr. Hanna's 
statement bore-out his assertion that the 
American people had not passed upon the 
question of imperialism. 

Mr. Bacon’s amendment was then laid 
upon the table, the vote being 39 to 20. 

Mr. Teller (Sil. Rep., Col.,) then offered 
his amendment to the section of the bill 
authorizing the President to retire an army 
officer under suspension by sentence of a 
court-martial, and took the opportunity to 
discuss the Philippine question in many of 
its phases. He alluded to a statement made 
a few days ago by Mr. Hawley (Rep., 
Conn.,) about the possibility of war on ac- 
count of the jealousy of European powers.

“I know we are not loved in Europe,” 
continued Mr. Teller. *‘ Our competition in 


trade is creating great feeling over there, 
but I fail to see any nation in the world 
that is going to war with us on account of 
trade. 

“It seems to me,” said Mr. Teller, “‘ only 
Mecessary to say to the American people, 
to have them see the folly of this bill, that 
no man stands here and gives a good rea- 
son for an army of 100,000. It is the pol- 
icy of the party now in power to have an 
army of 100,000 men. It may be that the 
proposed increase of the army has some 
connection with the change that seems to 
be taking place in the country. It may be 
that the cry of imperialism has some 
ground; that it ts feared that imperialism 
will not suit the people, and therefore that 
the great army is not intended to put down 
Anarchists, revolutionists, and insurrection- 
{sts in the Philippines, but those at home.” 

Mr. Warren, (Rep.. Wyo.,) a member of 
the Committee on Military Affairs, chal- 
lenged the accuracy of the statement that 
the bill provided for a standing army of 
100,000 men. It provides. he maintained, 
for a standing army of 54,000 men, all of 
whom are absolutely needed, according to 
information laid before Congress. Mr. War- 
ren urged that as a business proposition 
the pending measure ought to be disposed 
of. The best evidence of the good faith of 
those who had framed it was that the num- 
ber of officers called for by the bill was 
only sufficient properly to command an 
army of 54,000 men. 

Mr. Allison (Rep., Iowa) suggested that 
until the Army bill was disposed of the 
Senate hereafter meet at 11 o'clock each 
day. This was objected to by Mr. Jones 
(Dem., Ark.) because the Indian Commit- 
tee was now considering the Indian Ap-

WANTS ACTION IN NEELY CASE. 


Mr. Richards Asks that a Mandate Be 
Issued Immediately. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—In the Su- 
preme Court to-day Solicitor General Rich- 
ards made a statement concerning his re- 
quest for the immediate issuance of the 
mandate in the Neely case. He said that 
he had received a telegram from Neely's 
attorney, John D. Lindsay, complaining of 
the haste of the Department of Justice in 
this matter, and stating that he (Lindsay) 


‘had an understanding with the department 


that no immediate request of this kind 
should be made, but that on the contrary, 
im case of the affirmative action of the 


court time was to be allowed to Neely be- 
fore the issuance of the writ and the pris- 
oner’s removal, for him to decide upon a 


Mr. Richards stated that this under- 
standing was entered into, and was to be 
binding only in case the decision was based 
upon a technicality, and he read a letter 
from Mr. Lindsay in support of this posi- 
tion. He did not change his request of the 
court, nor did the Court alter its order 
of yesterday for the immediate issuance 
of the mandate. 

The State Department will be called upon 
to act in the Neely case. Under the law 
the warrant of extradition must be issued 
by the Secretary of State, when he is sat- 
isfied of the sufficiency of the applica- 








tion. In view of the elaborate attention 
given to the case by the judicial bench, 
it is probable that this will be accepted 
as conclusive on the merits of the case, 
and thet the issuance of the warrant will 
be merely a formality when the papers are 
propery brought before the department. 

t is espouses this will take some days, 
as the Bupreme Court decision must be 
forwarded to the New York courts and 
proper orders made there for the holding 
of Neely. 

The department warrant will give the 
custody of Neely to William Henkel, who 
has been appointed as the agent of the 
military authorities to receive the pris- 
oner and take him to Cuba. 


READY FOR NEELY IN CUBA, 


Seven Judges Will Hear the Case 
Against the Alleged Embezzler. 


HAVANA, Jan. 15.—Mr. Lamar, who is

INSULAR CASES CLOSED. 


After Arguments by ‘Messrs. Richards 
and Smith Court Takes Last of the 
Actions Under Advisement. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Solicitor Gen- 
eral Richards to-day made reply to Mr. 
Smith’s argument in the Hawaiian insular 
case, now on hearing before the United 
States Supreme Court. In this case, he said, 
it was obviously the intention of Congress, 
as soon as practicable, to treat the terri- 
tory as a part of the United States for leg- 
islative purposes, so that the revenue and 
commercial laws which apply in the United 
States should operate there. ** But,’ he 
went on, ** before these laws could be put 
in operation in the Hawaiian Islands it was 
necessary that a period of preparation 
should intervene after the passage of the 
resolution of annexation. On July 7, 1898, 
when the annexation resolution was passed, 
there were no customs laws of the United 
States in operation in Hawaii and no cus- 
officers of the United States there. 
The customs laws of the Republic of Ha- 
wali were in force, and they were the only 
laws of that character, 

‘It is obvious, therefore, that if the reso- 








toms 


lution of annexation immediately abrogated 
the customs laws of the islands the territo- 
ry would have been left without any cus- 


toms law, to the ships of the world, 
The customs laws of the United States 
could not have effective operation, because 


open 


there were no agencies there to enforce 
them. 

“If, then, the resolution of annexation 
threw open the ports of Hawali to the 
world at the same time, according to the 


contention of opposing counsel, it threw 
open the ports of the United States to ships 
coming from Hawali. The effect of this 


would have been to give an open door, 
through Hawaii, into our ports. We could 
not inquire, when goods came into the 


United States from Hawaii, whether they 
had been brought into Hawaii as an entre- 
pot to the United States.”’ 

Mr. Richards argued that this sort of 
thing eould ‘not be permitted, and he ex- 
pressed the opinion that if Congress had be- 
lieved such a consequence would ensue, the 
resolution of annexation would not have 
passed at the time, nor until arrangements 
could have been made to put in operation 
our customs and commerce regulations im- 
mediately. So far as customs matters are 
concerned, evidently the islands were not 
to be deemed a part of the United States 
for customs purposes until Congress should 
further legislate on the matter by a law ex- 
tending the United States customs laws and 
regulations to the islands. He called at- 
tention to the act of annexation, saying 
that it did not make the Hawaiian Islands 
a part of the United States, but a part of 
the territory of the United States. 

“Tt is,”’ he said, ‘‘ obvious that territory 
annexed or ceded to the United States be- 
comes ‘a part of the territory of the Unit- 
ed States,’ but it does not become ‘a part 
of the United States’ in either a Constitu- 
tional or legislative sense until Congress 
shall so determine.” 

In eonclusion, Mr. Richards said: ‘ In the 
annexation resolution it was expressly pro- 
vided that the customs regulations of the 
Republic of Hawali should continue until 
Congress should extend the customs laws 
of the United States to the islands. It was 
not until the passage of the act of April 30. 
1900, that the islands became a part of the 
United States for customs purposes by the 
extension of our laws to them.”’ 

Mr. Richards was interrogated by the 
Chief Justice and by Justices Harlan, Peck- 
ham, White, and McKenna. In reply to 
Justice Harlan, he said that if it became 
desirable to do so the United States could 
part with Hawaii, as it could with the Phil- 
ippines, because neither is a part of the 
Union. He did not contend, he said, that 
Congress could disintegrate the Union, but 
he did hold that Congress could dispose of 
territory which simply belongs to this coun- 
try. 

In connection with his contention con- 
cerning the necessary time between the ac- 
quisition of territory and the putting into 
effect of our laws, Mr. Richards read ex- 
tracts from the treaty negotiated in 189% 
for the annexation of the islands that, he 
said,.made explicit provision for temporary 
extension of our laws, as had been done un- 
der the resolution of annexation. He laid 
some stress upon the fact that this treaty 
had been negotiated during the Adminis- 
tration of President Harrison. 

Mr. Richards was followed by Mr. Smith, 
who closed the case for theappellants. This 
is the last of the insular cases on the 
docket. About a dozen of them have been 
heard, and the Court now has them under 
advisement. 


POST OFFICE APPROPRIATION BILL. 


Carries $122,748,68S8, but Fails to Pro- 
vide for Pneumatic Tube Service. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—The House 
Committee on Post Offices and Post Roads 
to-day practically completed the Post Of- 
fice Appropriation bill. The total amount 
earried by the bill is $122,748,688, as against 
$113,658,238 for this year. The appropria- 
tion for rural free delivery is increased 
from $1,750,000 to $3,500,000. The usual pro- 
visions for special facilities between New 
York and New Orleans, and between Kan- 
sas City and Newton, Kan., are placed in 
the bill. but no provision is made for pneu- 
matic tube service. The amount allowed 
for the Philippine postal service is $50, 
as against $200,000 for this year. 

Other items of appropriation are: Clerk 
hire, $14,368,000, an increase of over $1,500,- 
000; for street car service, $400,000, an in- 
crease of $50,000. An increase of $800,000 
for mail transportation by railroad and 
$350,000 for transportation by star route is 
aliowed. The present appropriation of 
$80,000 for payment to the ocean steam- 
ship companies for mail transportation on 
the Pacific is reduced to $45,000, the com- 
pany having changed its route. 








RIVER AND HARBOR BILL DEBATE. 


Western Men Work Unsueccessfully 
for Reclamation of Arid Lands. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—The House 
spent another day on the River and Har- 
bor bill without completing it. Twenty-six 
pages were disposed of to-day. The friends 
of the bill successfylly_ resisted all attempts 
to load down the bill with new projects, 
and only one or two .wnimportant amend- 
ments were adopted. 

The Western members-labored unsuccess- 
fully to secure an entering wedge for their 
et scheme for the reclamation of the arid 
lands, but received only very limited sup- 
port. 


Speaker Henderson’s New Gavel. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Speaker Hen- 
derson called the Housé to order to-day 
with a gavel presented by Col. McCaskey, 
Twentieth Infantry, United States Army, 
who is stationed at Fort Santiago, Manila.

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TO IGNORE GREAT BRITAIN. 


Mr. Morgan Declares Clayton-Bulwer 
Treaty Is Not a Bar to Construc- 
tion of Nicaragua Canal. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Senator Mor- 
gan to-day introduced a resolution declar- 
atory of the non-effect of the Clayton-Bul- 
wer treaty upon the right of the United 
States to construct the Nicaragua Canal. 
The resolution cites the protocol with Nic- 
aragua and Costa Rica as a preamble and 
then proceeds as follows: 

“Resolved, That the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty of July 4, 1850, gives no right to 
Great Britain to demand that the Congress 


of the United States shall withhold its rat- 
ification of said agreements or shall ab- 
stain from legislation to provide for their 
prompt execution. 

“That the ratification by Great Britain 
of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty of Feb. 5, 
1900, as the same has been amended in the 
Senate, is not a condition precedent to leg- 
islation by Congress in providing for the 
execution of said agreements with Costa 
Rica and Nicaragua; nor are the principles 
or provisions of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty 
any just or admissible ground of objection 
on the part of the Government of her Bri- 
tannic Majesty to the enactment of a law 
by Congress providing for the execution of 
such agreements with Costa Rica and Nica- 
ragua.”’ 

At the conclusion of the routine business 
in the Senate Mr. Morgan asked unanimous 
consent that a final vote upon the Nica- 
ragua Canal bill and its amendments be 
taken at 5 o’clock P. M. on Feb, 11. Mr.

British Action on Canal Undecided. 

LONDON, Jan. 15.—United States Am- 
bassador Choate and the Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, the Marquis of Lans-

An 
outline of the action Great Britain intends 
to pursue was not developed, and no defi- 
nite decision is likely to be reached by 
Great Britain for several days. 


NAVAL BILL, $77,000,000. 


House Committee Orders the Measure 
Reported — $21,000,000 for In- 
crease of the Navy. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—The House Na- 
val Affairs Committee to-day completed 
the consideration of the Naval Appropria- 
tion bill, and Chairman Foss was directed 
to report the bill to the House. No authori- 
zation of additional vessels of the Holland 
submarine class will be recommended by 
the committee at this time. 

The total amount carried by the bill is 
$77,000,000, an increase of $11,000,000 over 
that for the present vear. Two battleships 
and two cruisers are to be contracted for. 

The sum of $21,000,000 is allowed under 
the head of increase of the navy as against 
$42,000,000 for the current year. This 
amount is for the continuance of work, &c., 


already contracted for, no appropriations 
being de for the ships authorized by the 
bill. For continuing the improvements at 
the Naval Academy the committee allowed 
$3,000,000. 

An increase of 5,000 men in the enlisted 
strength of the navy is provided for, bring- 
ing it up to 22,500 men. Provision also is 
made for the commission as Ensigns of the 
two classes of naval cadets now at sea and 
also the class which finishes its four years’ 
course at the Naval Academy in June. This 
will add immediately about 150 men to the 
commissioned force of the navy. 

For armor plate the committee allowed 
the amount required ne year by the 
department to carry out the terms of the 
contract recently made by the Secretary of 
the Navy with the armor furnishing com- 
panies. Aperonsssssons approximating 
$400,000 were made for the new coaling sta- 
tion at Algiers, La.,. to pay for the neces- 
sary land, equipments, buildings, &c. 





HARLAN’S CONFIRMATION BLOCKED. 


Mr. Pettigrew Refers to Appointment 
of Justice’s Son as “ Indecent.” 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—While the Sen- 
ate was in executive session to-day an ef- 
fort was made to secure confirmation of 
the nomination of James §S. Harlan, son 
of Justice Harlan of the United States Su- 
preme Court, to be Attorney General for 
Porto Rico, but action was prevented by 
the objection of Senator Pettigrew, (Sil., 
8. D.) Senators Poraker (Rep., Ohio,) and 
Spooner (Rep., Wis.,) united in an appeal 
to Mr. Pettigrew to withdraw his objec- 
tion, saying that Mr. Harlan was an excel- 


lent lawyer and an accomplished gentle- 
man, and would fill the place as acceptably 
as any one who could be named. 

Mr.. Pettigrew responded that he had no 
doubt of M?®. Harlan’s personal fitness for 
the position for which he had been named, 
and added that he had no personal objec- 
tion to him. His opposition, he said, was 
based on higher grounds. He then recited 
the fact of the nominee's relationship to 
Justice Harlan, and declared that the nom- 
ination was entirely out of pace: in view of 
the fact that important litigation affect- 
ing the island to which Mr. Harlan is ap- 
pointed is now pending before the court 
of which the father is a member. 

‘“‘T make no charge against the Supreme 
Court,’ said Mr. Pettigrew, “ but I do say 
that the appointment of the sons of two 
of the members of that court to ‘mportant 
positions under the Administration at this 
juncture of affairs in the Supreme Court 
is, to say the least, indecent.”’ 

He referred in this connection to the 
nomination of Justice McKenna’s son to 
the office of Major in the army, saying 
that in giving him this place he had been 
promoted over 118 other Lieutenants and 
Captains. Mr. Pettigrew also commented 
on the removal of Major Harrison, son of 
the ex-President, intimating that this ac- 
tion was occasioned by the fact that the 
attitude of Mr. Harrison's father on the 
question of our relationship to our insular 
possessions was not in accord with the 
Administration's course in those matters, 

Mr. Pettigrew said he had no doubt that 
Mr. Harlan would be confirmed, but he 
added that a yea and nay vote would be 
necessary to that accomplishment, and for 
that reason it would be necessary to have 
a quorum present when the nomination 
should be acted upon. 

There was no quorum present and the 
Senate adjourned without action. 








WORKING “ON TAX REDUCTION, 


Senate Committee Discusses the Bill~ 
Hopes to Report Svon.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—After several 
weeks of seeming lethargy the Finance 
Committee of the Senate appears to have 
gone to work upon the War Revenue Tax 
bill as if it intended to report it. A mem- 
ber of the committee said to-night that at 
the session to-day a disposition was shown 
to complete a bill, but that no substantial 
progress was made in the direction of de- 
ciding what changes should be made in 
schedules. It was not true, as had been 
reported, that there was a determination 
to radically change the House bill, but it 
was true that some changes were contem- 
plated. © 

In the session to-day there was consid- 
erable discussion of the tax on telegrams, 


but no decision was reached as to whether 
there should be a change. Some of the 
Republican members of the committee ex- 
a themselves as favorable to the 

ouse amendment removing the tax on 
commercial and Custom’ House brokers, and 
the present indications are that those pro- 
visions will be allowed to remain unmo- 





lested. On the other hand, opposition de- 
veloped to the House action in enews 
the tax from bank checks and that impose< 
upon proprietors of theatres and other 
places of amusement. 

The committee also evinced a strong dis- 
position to reduce the tax on tobacco and 
to leave the beer tax as fixed by the 
House. 

One of the committee speaking of the 
discussion of the bill to-day said: 

‘““We are now at work, and hope to agree 
—and by that I mean Republicans and 
Democrats—upon a bill before_long. I have 
not the slightest doubt that the bill will 
be passed, and that the opposition, by 
which I mean the Democrats, will not of- 
fer prolonged or obstinate resistance to it, 
as reported. As for the amount of reduc- 
tion, that remains to be decided upon. 
There is difference of opinion on that prop- 
osition.”” * 

Another member of the committee was 
not so sanguine about the chances for get- 
ting a bill out or for passing it when re- 
ported. 

“Until we know what the gross appro- 
priations are to be,’’ he said, “it will not 
be safe to cut off the revenues, The army 
will cost as much if not more than last 
year; pensions will cost more, rivers and 
harbors will cost much more, ships will cost 
many millions if the Subsidy bill is passed; 
if we get a Nicaragua Canal bill, we will 
have to spend money right away in pre- 
liminary work, and the navy is to be ex- 
tended at a considerable outlay. It is not 
yet clear that the tax reduction bill ought 
not to go over until the long session of the 
Vifty-seyenth Congress.” 

The committee will meet again Thurs- 


day and daily thereafter until a bill is re- 
ported.

this session, On the contrary, the news

Senators Aldrich, (Rep., R. I.,) Spooner, 
(Rep., Wis.,) McMillan, (Rep., Mich.,) and 
Allison, (Rep., Iowa,) it is asserted, have 
been reconciled to the bill by the promise 
to make certain amendments, and after 
another conference will be ready to offer, 
with the convinced friends of the bill, a 
united front against the opponents of the 
measure, who are now filibustering against 


the Army Reorganization bill to keep the, 


Subsidy bill from being considered. ; 

It is asserted in to-night’s bulletin tha 
the proposed amendments are really not 
necessary, and that the only reason they 


are demanded is because those who ask 
for them are not fully informed as to the 
contents and objects of the bill as reported. 
The very positive objection by. Western 
Senators to the long term allowed, the sub- 
sidies to run is not one of these witless 
objections, evidently, as it is admitted that 
the subsidy term may be reduced to twen- 
ty years. 

While the report is denied that the bill 
is to be withdrawn, its friends will not 
talk about the later one that there will be 
an attempt made to attach the Shipping 
bill to the River and Harbor bill when that 
measure reaches the Senate. 

The advocates of the subsidies know that 
the River and Harbor bill appeals very 
powerfully to Democratic as well as Re- 
publican members of both houses, it car- 
ries so many millions of dollars to be ex- 
pended in so many districts that there 
would be great reluctance to beat it, and 
deprive the districts of the prosperity 
that will follow the working out of big 
contracts. 

While the subsidy people do not admit 
that they intend as a last resort to make 
the River and Harbor bill carry both im- 
provement appropriations and. the sub- 
sidy scheme, they say that Senator rire 
(Rep., Me.,) has been advised to give t e 
opposition ‘a dose of their own medicine, 
and use the River and Harbor bill as a club 
to force the opposition to desist from its 
fight. 

The suggestion is plainly thrown out of 
a possible holding up of the River and 
Harbor bill. The bill will come from the 
Commerce Committee, which reported the 
Subsidy bill. It may say that it requires 
more time to consider all the items than 
it can easily find during the rest of the 
session, or it may adopt the other course 
and report the HKiver and Harbor bill as 
an amendment to the Subsidy bill, and per- 
mit the Senate to say whether both shall 
pass or both die. 

This coercive course may prove futile. 
The Senators who are proving obstinate 
and who are’ openly declaring that they 
will not let the Shipping bill pass, are not 
sreatly concerned about the River and 
darbor bill. Indeed, it is not at all cer- 
tain that they would not be glad to have 
two such money spenders killed together. 
While some very important works on riv- 
ers and harbors would be delayed by the 
tallure of the Appropriation bill, its failure 
would not make necessary an extra ses- 
sion of the Congress, and no Republican 
asserts that an extra session is likely to 
oa, ae exclusively to pass the Subsidy

MR. McKINLEY’S INAUGURATION. 


House Refuses to Vote Amendment Pro- 
viding for a Stand at the East 
Front of the Capitol.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Four years ago, 
President McKinley was sworn into office 
from a platform built out in front of the 
Senate end of the Capitol, because the con- 
sent of the House of Representatives could 
not be obtained to the use of the half of 
the east front that is under control of the 
House. This grew out of the dissatisfaction 
of the House in not being consulted about 
the arrangements for the inauguration. 
The theory of the Senate has been that 
the House of Representatives that “existed 
an hour before the fnauguration is dead at 
the time the inauguration takes place, and 
hitherto this question has been considered 
so settled that the Senate’s right as a con- 
tinuous body to take charge of the ar- 
rangements has not been disputed. 

The matter came up to-day in the House 
on the motion to adopt an amendment, re- 
ported by the Committee on Appropria- 
tions, providing for $7,000 to erect a stand 
at the east front for the ceremonies of 
inauguration. In moving it, Mr. Bingham 
said that each member of the House was 
to receive six seats for the stand. The 
chronic resentment of the House was ex- 
pressed by Mr. Dalzell, who referred to 
the disregard of the House shown by the 
Senate on such occasions. 

Mr. J. D. Richardson explained that the 
Senate had always taken charge of such 
functions, which provoked Mr. Gaines to 
suggest that when there was a supply of 
tickets, speculators got hold of and sold 
them at big prices. 

Mr. Hepburn went so far as to recom- 
mend that the House refuse to have any- 
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thing to do with the inauguration ceremo- 
nies. He recommended the members nei- 
ther to go to the Senate to be treated dis- 
courteously, as they repeatedly had been, 
nor to struggle to get places on an east 
front platform. ‘‘ Keep away altogether,’’ 
was his advice. 

Notwithstanding Mr. Bingham’'s state- 
ment that there was to be a platform for 
2,000 persons for the use of the House, the 
motion of Mr. Dalzell to recommit the 
amendment, with instructions to report a 
resolution providing for a joint committee 
of the Senate and the House to conduct the 
inauguration, was adopted. 

This may provoke the Senate to resolve 
that the second inauguration of Mr. Mc- 
Kiniey shall be a one-sided affair, like the 
first.

HONORS FOR HIRAM MAXIM. 


Awarded a Personal Grand Prize in 
Gunnery at the Paris Exposition.

The managers of the Paris Exposition 
not only gave gold medals and grand prizes 
to the great manufacturing firms for their 
exhibits, but they also gave what are 
called personal grand prizes to eminent men 
who have contributed the most during the } 
last decade to the advancement of the par- 
ticular science with which they are con- 
nected, and this year we find that, notwith- 
standing the whole world was represented, 
only four personal grand prizes were given 
in the artillery and gunnery department. 
Two of these went to eminent Frenchmen, 
one to a great Russian General, and the 
fourth to Mr. Hiram Stevens Maxim. 

In order to understand what one must do 
to gain a personal grand prize, we might 
recapitulate some of the notable work re- 
lating to artillery which has been done by 
Mr. Hiram Stevens Maxim. He was the 
first man to invent and make an automatic 
gun working with the recoil of the barrel. 
He was the first to make an automatic 
gun working by the escaping gases. He 
was the first to invent the semi-automatic 


system for guns, such as is now employed 
for three-pounder, six-pounder, and four- 
teen-pounder naval guns. He invented a 
gun mounting which has now gone into 
general use throughout the whole world. 
He was the first to train large guns by 
electricity. 

When a demand arose for a smokeless 


powder, it was found that Mr. Hiram 
Stevens Maxim, working in conjunction 
with Mr. MacRoberts of Scotland, had 


made a species of cordite almost identical 
with the British cordite of to-day as long 
ago as 1887, or one year ahead of Nobel's 
patent, and many years ahead of all other 
inventors. In the great cordite case, which 
was in reality a friendly lawsuit cOnducted 
in England between Nobel and the Govern- 
ment in order to ascertain who was the 
real inventor of' smokeless powder, Sir 
Richard Webster, the_ Britis Attorney 
General, now the Right Honorable the Lord 
Chief Justice of England, said that Mr. 
Hiram Stevens Maxim was the first man to 
combine nitro-glycerine and gun cotton in 
a smokeless powder. At this trial, not- 
withstanding that every inventor who had 
ever’done anything in the production or 
development of smokeless powder had his 
work thoroughly dissected and _ investi- 
gated, Mr. Hiram Stevens Maxim was the 
only American whose name was mentioned 
as having contributed anything to the dis- 
covery of smokeless powder. 

In addition to these inventions, Mr. 
Hiram Maxim has also invented and 
made'a very large gun for throwing aerial 
torpedoes, the projectile being provided 
with a peculiar form of delayed-action 
fuse, the moving parts of which are liber- 
ated by centrifugal force. This gun em- 
ployed the first progressive powder, and 
was designed to throw torpedoes suffi- 
ciently large to sink a ship by falling into 
the water near the ship. Although this 
system was thoroughly worked out, and 
two specimens of the gun were made, it 
would appear that it has never been taken 
up by the Government. 

During the late African war a great deal 
has been said about the ‘“‘ pom-pom.”’ The 

om-pom is in reality a fully automatic 

axim gun, having a belt feed. The pro- 
jectiles are of cast iron, loaded with black 

wder, and provided with a percussion 
use. On striking they explode, and, as the 
gun has a very long range, and fires at the 
rate of 300 rounds a minute, is light, and 
can be transported easily, it has 
itself to be a remarkable arm, and it is 
truthfully said that. the ‘‘ pom-pom" has ' 
been the artillery surprise of the present 
war. The automatic system of firearm 
which Mr. Hiram Maxim is acknowledge 
to be the author, is now taking the place of 
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all sorts of firearms, is of small calibre, 
from pistols up to fourteen-pounders. 

But the personal grand prize is not the 
only recognition which Mr. Maxim has re- 
ceived from the French Government, as we 
find that as long ago as 1881 he was made 
a chevalier of the Legion of Honor at the 
Electrical Exhibition in 1881. It will be re- 
membered that he was the first to deposit 
carbon by heating carbon rods electrically 
in an atmosphere of hydro-carbon. He was 
also the first to make a current regulator 
for electricity which would keep the po- 
tential of the current always the same, 
quite irrespective of the number of lamps 
in the circuit, and it was for these dis- 
coveries that he was made chevalier of the 
Legion of Honor. Mr. Maxim has also been 
decorated by many of the crowned heads 
of Europe. 





T. W. OGDEN AND WIFE BURIED. 


Aged Couple Laid to Rest in St. Paul's 
Churchyard. 


Funeral services over the bodies of Thom- 
as W. Ogden and Mrs. Ruth Schuyler Og- 
den, who died within six hours of each 
other in Morristown, N. J., last Saturday, 
were held in St, Paul's Chapel, this city, 
yesterday morning at 11 o’clock. The bod- 
ies were brought over from Morristown 
during the forenoon. There were no pall 
bearers, but nineteen male representatives 
of the family followed the caskets into the 
church. 

On the husband’s casket was a simple 
wreath of palms. On the owife’s was a 
beautiful bouquet of Bride’s roses resting 
on a bed of Autumn leaves and ferns. The 
Rev. Montague Geer, Vicar of St. Paul’s, 
officiated, assisted by the Rev. William P. 
Taylor of St. Peter’s Church, Morristown. 
The interment was in the Ogden vault un- 
der the piazza at the west end of: the 
chapel. 

Mr. Ogden was a retired broker, former- 
ly living in New York, but tor many years 
a resident of Morristown. He was ninety- 
one years old, and the couple had been 
married sixty years. Mr. Ogden’s father 
was a partner of Alexander Hamilton at 
the time of Hamilton’s death.

He was 
referred to the society which consented to 
bury the executed man. At the grave there 
was no one but the heartbroken father.

ASSOCIATION CHAMPIONSHIP 


Second Game in the Tournament Now 


Progressing in Brooklyn—Gardner 


Was Outclassed. 

Ferdinand Poggenburg played the best 
game of billiards last night at the Hano- 
ver Club, Brooklyn, that has been seen 
this season in amateur cireles. He met 
Frank Gardner, the billiard champion of 
the Crescent Athletic Clul ind defeated 
him easily in a fourteen-inch balk-line 
game by 300 points to 141. The beauty ol 


the game was that Poggenburg made his 
score in 31 innings, missing by 8 points an 
average of 10. 

The game was the second in the tourna- 
ment, which began Monday night for the 
championship of the National Association 
of Amateur Billiard Players. As Poggen- 
burg made his first appearance in a bill- 
fard match this season, a larger crowd of 
enthusiasts was attracted to the Hanover 
Club than was in evidence at the opening 


game Monday night. Fully 600 persons 
witnessed the match, and the brilliant 
plays were frequently greeted with ap- 
plause, 

Gardner started the balls rolling, and 
made 4 points in his first inning. They 


did not roll for Poggenburg, and he only 
seored 1, He atoned for his poor start by 
a@ pretty run of 20 in the next inning, and 
in the fourth inning made 39, the highest 
run of the evening. Expectations of brill- 
iant playing were promptly realized at the 
start, and it is seldom that a billiard con- 
test has been opened amid such intense in- 
terest. At the end of the fourth inning 


Poggenburg had 60 points to 30 for Gard- 
ner. The former kept forging steadily and 
easily ahead, finishing the tenth inning 
with 92, and immediately followed it with 
a run of 36, giving him the high average 
of over 11 points for eleven innings. A 
cifficult massé shot in this inning brought 
out a round of applause. 

The fast and methodical play of Poggen- 
burg was evidently disconcerting to Gard- 
ner, for he failed to show his best form. 
flis unsteadiness was noticeable in many 
innings, although he made one run of 2 
and another of 20. 

In the thirtieth inning Poggenburg had 
45 to make in order to finish the game. 
He rolled off 37, and then missed a draw 
shot by a mere hair’s breadth, and a sigh 
of despair arose from the crowd. Had he 
made 8 points more, an average of 10 would 
have been earned. He ran out in the next 
inning, however 

Poggenburg won the Hanover Club cham- 


ionship,. last year, and the _ inter-city 
ournament, as well as the Leiderkranz 
Club championship of this city. He is 


clearly the favorite for winning honors in 
the present event. 

It was definitely announced by the com- 
mittee that J. Byron Stark had decided, 
notwithstanding his recent attack of the 
grip, to play in the tournament. It was 
thought at first that he would have to re- 
tire, owing to his somewhat weakened con- 
dition. If he can hold his game he is 
likely to prove the most dangerous rival 
to Poggenburg. Stark will play to-night 
with Edward Gardner of the Passaic Club, 
New Jersey.

One 
excellent feature of the coaster brake is 
that it permits the pedals to be set sta- 
tionary when desired, while the wheels 
continue to revolve. The pedals can also 
be thrust back out of the way of the feet.

THE MAYOR. 


With the present extraordinary Mayor 
of the City of New York admonition is 
wasted and remonstrance futile. But 
we hope it will be remembered by the 
people that at a time when their atten- 
tion was fixed upon the official corrup- 
tion and the dreadful moral conditions 
that have been shown to be prevalent, 
this Mayor gave them an annual mes- 
gage exclusively devoted to the bonded 
debt, the expenditures, and the financial 
condition of the municipality. With pes- 
tilence in the family the head of the 


household delivers a homily upon the 
marketing. 
It is proper that the Mayor should 


talk about the debt and the finances. 
We do care a great deal about the cost 
of the City Government and about the 
Way the money is spent. If this message 
filuminated the subject it would be re- 
ceived with interest and gratitude. But 
it is of darkening counsel. It throws 
back upon the Strong administration and 
upon the communities that came into the 
consolidated city the responsibility for 
the increase of $20,000,000 in the bonded 
debt during the past year, but says not 
a@ word about the open and notorious ex- 
travagances of Tammany Government. 
In particular, the public would like to 
know the justification for the innumer- 
able increases in the 
Tammany placemen. 


salaries paid to 
It amounts to a 
large sum in the budget. The Mayor 
overlooks it altogether. 

But surely there is no other man in 
this community, not even in Tammany 
Hall, who could at this time have writ- 
ten a Mayor’s message about bonds 


without one word concerning the load of 
responsibility and of infamy that recent 
events have fixed upon the shoulders of 
that officer. 








THE FILIPINO PETITION. 


We observe with much surprise that in 
the petition sent to Congress by certain 
Filipinos who are vouched for by Senator 
Hoar and Senator TELLER no mention is 
made of the famous alliance between the 
Government of the United States and 
AGUINALDO. This alliance has) become 
somewhat celebrated in history for the 
reason that Mr. ScHURZ has often defied 
the world to point to any act of deeper 
perfidy on the part of any republic than 
our course in making war on our former 
allies; and the anti-imperialists genér- 
ally have made the alliance one of their 
strong points. The Filipino gentlemen 
who have petitioned Congress to set 
their people free must be perfectly fa- 
miliar with the facts. If there was an 
alliance they must know all about it. It 
would have fortified their petition tre- 
mendously had they set forth the simple 
facts. There is nothing they have in the 
document half so potent for their pur- 
poses, nothing that would put us so clear- 
ly in the wrong or shame us so much as 
the attestation of the fact of an alliance 
with AGUINALDO. It is inconceivable that 
they could have overlooked so convincing 
@ basis of appeal. We must therefore 
conclude that the alliance is a myth, 

An examination of the petition fills us 
with a lively curiosity to know some- 
thing about its authorship and origin. It 
is not homogeneous. There is evidence 
of various hands, Some of it was either 
translated by a native or written by one 


-Who had mastered the reasoning proc- 


esses and the phrases of anti-imperialism 
Without attaining to a sure command of 
English idiom. But the exordium is in 
the Boston dialect. No living Filipino, 
even in moments of exaltation, would 
think of describing the original league of 
the natives as “a present example for 
all time, and a fitting apogee for poet 
and historian.”’ It is not mere carping 
and certainly not flippant to point out 
these peculiarities of the petition. They 
go to the very root of the matter, for it 
is the first business and duty of Con- 
gress to ascertain whether this piebald 
document is a spontaneous expression of 
Filipino aspirations or whether it is of 
quite a different origin. 

It is unfortunate that the authors of 
the petition, whoever they may be, 
should have embodied in it a historical 
recital that is known in this country to 
be untrue. They picture the beginning of 
the revolt in 1896, when the leaders 
signed the compact in blood and amid 
cries of “‘ Fatherland’’ swore to be free 
or die, and they have the hardihood to 
hold up before the American people this 
portrait of AGUINALDO: 


AGUINALDO, the most prominent figure in 

the revolution, is the idol of the people, the 

mstant object of their blessings and af- 

ectionate regards, because he understands 

4 tions of the country; he strives 

é for her independence; he repre- 
sents her est ideals. 


Now, it was only one year after the ex- 
ecution of the blood-signed compact, in 
Décember, 1897, that Don Emi.io Acui- 
NALDO signed the treaty of Bac-na-Bato, 
agreeing for himself and his men to 
cease fighting, “(surrender the arms 
they have been using against their fa- 









therland,” and acknowledge the lawful 
Spanish authority, retaining their status 
of “ Spanish Filipino citizens, which they 


desire to preserve.” It was further 
agreed that on Dec. 29 AGuINALDO should 
take his departure in consideration of “a 
letter payable to the order of the Span- 
ish-Filipino Bank upon some bank in 
Hongkong for the sum of $400,000." 
That ended the insurrection. The chiefs 
had been bought off by Spain. There was 
no insurrection at the time Dewey sailed 
into Manila Bay. 

Furthermore, it was this same AGUI- 
NALDO who on Jan. 9, 1899, prepared and 
issued orders to his men to gain admis- 
sion inside our lines by profession of 
peaceful errands in order to prepare for 
the general massacre which we have evi- 
dence in his own handwriting that he in- 
tended to perpétrate. We know so well 
the character of this rebel chief that we 
are compelled to doubt either the judg- 
ment or the sincerity of these natives 
who speak of him in these most unfit- 
ting terms. 

It would be impossible not to sympa- 
thize with the longing for liberty of 
which so much is said in the Filipino pe- 
tition did we not fully understand that 
in this case it is a longing for the means 
of sure destruction. The document does 
not convince us of the capacity of the 
race for self-government. On careful 
reading it has the contrary effect, tend- 
ing to confirm the opinion that these 
people have little conception of the nat- 
ure of the responsibilities they are so 
eager Even The Evening 
Post gives space to the views of a re- 
cent visitor to the islands who “ thinks 
that the Filipinos are unfit for self- 
government and would imitate the worst 
of South American republics if left to 


to assume. 


themselves.” 

Nevertheless, this Filipino petition 
should receive the grave consideration 
not only of Congress but of the Adminis- 
tration. It reflects a condition the con- 
tinuance of which is making the natives 
of the islands discontented and restless. 
Who can blame the signers of this peti- 
tion, assuming that they are represent- 
ative men, for expressing their dissatis- 
faction? We have been two years at war 
with AGUINALDO and his followers, and 
we have not dispersed or conquered 
them. We have not established order 
and civil government in the Philippines. 
It is time for the Administration to de- 
termine upon a policy that will end 
armed revolt, that will clear the way for 
the civil government it is pledged to set 
up and maintain. It will be the duty of 
Congress to co-operate in the execution 
of this policy, if one can be devised that 
shall command its approval. The coun- 


try is tired of the fighting in the Phil- 
ippines. 





THE BRITISH IN CHINA. 
Nothing in its own kind could have 
been more soothing and reassuring to 


American citizens than a letter which 


has recently appeared, from its Peking 
correspondent, in The London Times. Be- 
cause, in the first place, the Peking cor- 
respondent of The Times has, as we all 
know—all of us who read The London 
Times—been concurrently pained with 
the New York correspondent of that 
same great journal over the reluctance 
of the United States to join, in China, 
“the concert of Europe.” There can be 
no reasonable question that we have, as 
a matter of fact, joined it half-hearted- 
ly, or not at all. It seems that we, mean- 
ing our State Department, had so little 
confidence in the concert that the only 
proceedings of it in which we enthusias- 
tically joined were those for the reseue 
of the legations. We have since learned 
from the Russian Minister of Finance 
that it was Russia alone which per- 
formed that feat. But nobody out of 
Russia believes the assertion, and, for 
that matter, no Russian who knows any- 
thing about the matter from his own 
personal knowledge. The attempt of M. 
DE WITTE to make it appear that it was 
Russia which performed all the feats of 
that toilsome, adventurous, and, at first, 
very doubtful expedition, is likely, in 
view of the other and discordant reports, 
to make the Russian Finance Minister 
the laughing stock of all Europe, of all 
America, and of all that part of Asia 
which really counts, meaning Japan, not 
to mention his own country. 

It is not, however, on this account, or 
on account of Russia at all, that we re- 
fer to Dr. Mornrison’s letter to The Lon- 
don Times. It is rather on account of 
the gloomy column which the Peking 
correspondent of The London Times con- 
tributed to a recent issue of that journal 
about the high-handed and outrageous 
proceedings that were taking place 


in China in the name of the Eu- 
ropean concert. The same _  corre- 
spondent, if we mistake hot, had 


reprehended the United States for 
not more enthusiastically joining that 
concert. According to this correspond- 
ent, the acts of the concert, meaning 
the acts of ‘‘ the allied forces under the 
command of F. M. the Graf von WAL- 
DERSEE,” had been confined, in the so- 
called “ punitive expeditions,”’ to perfect- 
ly irrelevant and ‘‘irresponsive ”’ acts of 
arson, burglary, murder,.and rape, And 
the correspondent raises a solemn query 
whether Great Britain ought not at once 
to dissociate herself from these proceed- 
ings. Apparently, the rightful emotion 
of Britons, in the face of such a show- 
ing, is envy of the United States, which, 
thanks to the circumspection with which 
its State Department has been conduct- 
ed, has avoided all these complications 
by simply ordaining, when the legations 
had been rescued, as we have all been 
astonished to be informed, by the exclu- 
sive operations of Russia, that all its 
troops should be withdrawn from the 
control of the “ commander of the allied 
forces in China,’ who has made so bad 
and scandalous @ use of the forces still 
remaining to‘him. The Peking corre- 


‘spondent of The London Times does not 
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draw that particular moral. Still, as 
the American historian of the * One Hoss 
Shay” has powerfully obseryed, it is “a 
moral that runs at large.” 
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THE NEELY DECISION. 


It would have been a great pity if the 
Supreme Court had found that the law 
of the United States effectually shel- 
tered one of the employés of the United 
States who had been charged with swin- 
dling in Cuba, and had taken refuge in 
this country. Whatever the technical 
ground on which such a decision might 
have been reached, the actual result of 
it would have been most mortifying. It 
is, therefore, entirely gratifying to know 
that NEELY will be sent back to Cuba to 
be tried under Cuban law and punished 
as he may deserve. 

There has been a good deal of talk, 
especially in Washington, on the light 
thrown on the probable decision of the 
court in the Porto Rico cases by its ac- 
tion in the Neely case. There is no anal- 
ogy between the former and the latter, 
and there is nothing in the opinion of 
the Court in the Neely case from which 
its opinion in the others can fairly or 
plausibly be inferred. The United States 
took Porto Rico and the Philippines 
from Spain in the treaty unconditionally 
and with no avowal of what it would do 
with them. It did not- so much take 
Cuba from Spain as it evicted Spain from 
the island. This it did with the distinct 
avowal of its intention to turn the island 
over to the Cubans when it was pacified. 
Our occupation and control in the one 
were voluntarily Mmited; in the 
other they were subject to no defined or 
inferred limitation whatever. The extra- 
dition of NEELY was asked for by the 
Government of the United States from 
the Court on the sole ground that it was 
authorized by a law passed in full rec- 
ognition of the temporary nature of our 
occupation. The decision of the Court, 
given on these facts, has and can have 
no bearing on the decision of the Court 
as to the scope and nature of the author- 
ity of the United States in territory held 
on entirely different conditions.

THE REMOVAL OF COL. BURT. 


It is incumbent on Gov. ODELL to give 


more precise reasons than he has given 
for the femoval of Sitas W. Burt from 
the State Civil Service Commission. It 
is not easy to infer from Col. BuRT’s 
public record any really good reasons for 
the removal. On the other hand, the 
evidence of that record is very strong 
that the “ best interests of the State,” 
which, the Governor declares, induce 
him to reorganize the commission, would 


be directly and powerfully served by the 


continuation of Col. Burt in his office. 
The only fact mentioned in Albany as 
bearing on the change is that Col. BURT 
is not regarded by the Democratic or- 
ganization in the State as a satisfactory 


representative of the minority party. 


But it is a strange misconception of the 
purpose of the law to suppose that it re- 
quires the minority party to be repre- 
sented by an extreme and narrow parti- 
san. The object of the law in providing 
that the three Commissioners shall not 
belong to the same party is to avoid par- 
tisan action, not to promote partisan- 
ship. For this purpose, Col. Burt is 
admirably adapted, because, while he is 
a Democrat by conviction, and has long 
been one, he is not a partisan. More- 
over, there was in the possession of the 
Governor a paper signed by a number of 
the most prominent and representative 
Democrats of this city explicitly asking 
that Col, BurT be not removed. Con- 
sidering that the prime intent of the 
civil service law, which the Commission- 
ers are selected to carry out, is to secure 
appointments for merit and fitness ac- 
cording to the Constitutional require- 
ment, and consequently to exclude par- 
tisanship from the service covered by 
the law, it is hard to understand why 
any weight should be given to partisan- 
ship of the lower type in making up the 
commission. We cannot readily believe 
that the Governor attached much im- 
portance to this phase of the matter. 

We have alluded to the Constitutional 
requirement as to appointments. It is 
very broad and clear. Article V., Sec- 
tion 1, Paragraph 9, says: “ Appoint- 
ments and promotions in the civil service 
of the State, and of all civil divisions 
thereof, shall be made according to 
merit and fitness.” This, of course, does 
not limit in any degree the legitimate 
discretion of the Governor in such ap- 
pointments as are vested in him by the 
Constitution or by law. But it does de- 
fine the principle by which his discretion 
shall be guided. The fact that the prin- 
ciple is that which the intelligence and 
conscience of a competent Executive 
would commend if it were not embodied 
in the Constitution only increases its 
binding force. So far as the public are 
aware the record of Col. BuRT sustains 
in a remarkable degree his merit and fit- 
ness for the place in which he has been 
continued by three successive Governors. 
Owing to his firm and skillful applica- 
tion of the merit system in the Naval 
Office at this port for years before there 
was any law requiring it; to the intelli- 
gence with which he developed the sys- 
tem after the law was passed; to his ex- 
perience as Chief Examiner in the State 
service under Gov. CLEVELAND, and to 
his experience and faithful work in the 
office from which he is now removed, 
the presumption is strongly in favor of 
the inference that he is peculiarly fitted 
for its duties, and that his merit in the 
performance of them has stood the se- 
verest tests. 


In the entire absence of all accessible 


evidence of Col. Burt's unfitness, and in 


view of the statement of the Governor 
that there are no “personal” reasons 
for his removal, it seems, as we have 
said, incumbent on the Governor to 
make public the actual reasons that in- 
duced him to take this action, and to do 
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so with some precision. It will be un- 
derstood that we make no claim in be- 
half of Col. Burt, and that in this mat- 
ter we regard solely the interests of the 
State. We ask the Governor for his 
reasons only because we cannot under- 
stand them from the facts known to the 
public. We are sincerely anxious to be 
able to approve the policy of the Gov- 
ernor because we had not expected great 
things of him, and his opening message 
to the Legislature disclosed his desire to 
follow a higher standard than we had 
attributed to him. He may be sure of 
the support of THe Times and of the 
people of the State generally in the hon- 
est and intelligent application of that 
standard to the performance of the du- 
ties of his important office. But the 
condition of such support is necessarily 
a full knowledge - the facts which jus- 
tify it, and in the case of Col. Burt all 
the known facts make the action of the 
Governor seem mistaken and mischiev- 
ous. 





TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——‘' Jersey justice,”’ as illustrated by the 
progress of the trial in Paterson of the 
men charged with the murder of the 
BosscHIeTerR girl, suggests most of all, per- 
haps, a comparison between the speed with 
which a jury was secured there and the 
time which would have been consumed in 
the same task here. In Paterson the box 
was filled and the opening address for the 
prosecution had begun within an hour after 
court opened. A case of similar importance 
and notoriety, and involving the safety of 
men able through their command of legal 
services to take advantage of every tech- 
nicality which the law puts’7 within 
the reach of the accused person, could 
hardly in New York have reached the same 
point under two weeks, and might not have 
been well started in less ‘than a month. 
This difference is entirely too great not to 
excite the suspicion that in one State or 
the other the situation evidences the neces- 
sity for reform. On the one hand, we see 
the counsel for the defense and the prose- 
cution accepting jurymen, in most in- 
stances, after only a silent scrutiny, and in 
the remainder after a few simple questions 
designed merely to disprove the existence 
of special disqualifications. The theory 
there seems to be that any man selected 
from the intelligent portion of the general 
public is willing and able to weigh con- 
flicting testimony correctly and to render 
an honest verdict. On the other hand we 
see the lawyers on both sides subjecting a 
vast number of potential jurors to pro- 
longed and searching examinations, and re- 
jecting in one way or another all to whom 
they can make any real or fanciful objec- 
tion. The questions which arise are, Is the 
prisoner adequately protected in New Jer- 
sey? and, Is he more than adequately pro- 
tected, to the great detriment of the public 
treasury, in New York? The wide dissiml- 
larity of procedure in neighboring commu- 
nities with much the same ideas as to the 
administration of justice indicates that 
something is wrong, somewhere. And, to 
be quite frank, it looks as though the 
golden mean were nearer to our neighbor's 
extreme than to our own. 








——With two or three great exceptions, 


nothing done by the Government has ex- | 


eited so much either of denunciation or of 
ridicule as the annual distribution of seeds 
which it is accustomed to make. The origt- 
nal purpose—or pretense—of placing direct- 
ly In the hands of the people new varieties 
of fruits, vegetables, grasses, and the like 
was long since frankly abandoned, and for 
years practically all the seeds sent out are 
of the commonest varieties, purchasable in 
the shop of every dealer in such merchan- 
dise, and therefore the only end accom- 
plished is the disturbance of legitimate 
business by illegitimate interference—and 
the real or supposed assistance of a few 
Congressmen in their hunt for popularity 
among their constituents. We say “ sup- 
posed "’ because the average farmer, though 
prompt enough in taking such free seeds 
as come his way, is usually as ready as 
anybody else to laugh at or condemn the 
system by which even he profits only to a 
minute degree, and the number of votes thus 
made cannot be large enough to deserve 
serious consideration from any except the 
most anxlous of petty politiclans. And yet, 
as is shown in a circular just sent out by 
the Secretary of the Wholesale Seedmen’s 
League, the distribution, which amounted 
to 10,000,000 packets in 1896, has steadily 
increased despite all argument and opposi- 
tion until this year the output is to be 
24,000,000 packets, valued at about $1,200,000. 
“These seeds,”’ declares the Secretary, 
“are contracted for by the Government 
contractor in big lots, consequently at ex- 
tremely low prices, and are grown entirely 
in excess of normal quantities required by 
the regular seed trade. The growing of 
these seeds does not profit the seed mer- 
chant to the extent of one cent, and the 
seed farmer is forced to grow them at star- 
vation prices, so very low that no assur- 
ance can possibly exist as to their reliabil- 
ity. If the Government seeds were thrown 
upon the market no reputable seed mer- 
chant would purchase them at any price, 
for the reason that every reputable seed mer- 
chant well knows that the Government seeds 
are likely to be entirely mislabeled as to 
variety, as well as impure in quality.” One 
of our readers asserts with entire correct- 
ness that every objection to the ship sub- 
sidy scheme applies with full force to this 
seed steal. In both cases the idea is to use 
public funds for the advantage of individ- 
uals in a narrowly limited class. 


—-All enlightened opinion is agreed in 
condemning the complication of the present 
campaign against police and other offi- 
clals in league with the professional exploit- 
ers of vice by injecting into it the advocacy 
of municipal ownership ideas. Equally 
objectionable, and for the same reasons, 
is the course pursued by the members of 
the crganization commonly known as the 
Parkhurst Society in trying to fasten pub- 
lic attention at this time upon the fact 
that many years ago Mr, RICHARD CROKER 
was accused of shooting a man in a street 
broil, It is true that he was so accused, 
but what relevancy has that to the condi- 
tion that now confronts the citizens of 
New York? The: Vigilant, the organ of 
the society mentioned, took the trouble 
the other day to rehearse at length the old 
story of Mr. Croxer’s arrest and examina- 
tion, and by so doing it undoubtedly proved 
that his early associations were distinctly 
low, but, in common. fairness, it should 
have gone on, as it did not, and narrated 
the outcome of the episode, which was, in 
the repeatedly expressed opinion of reputa- 
ble Judges and other good legal authorities, 
the complete breakdown of the case against 
Mr. CROKER. He was virtually acquitted of 
the charge brought against him, and, so far 
as we are aware, the justice of the ac- 
quittal has never been successfully im- 
pugned. The man who really did the kill- 
ing went unpunished, jndeed, but that was 
his luck, not Mr. CROKER’s, and the latter 
was not then of sufficient importance in 
local politics to have exerted any apprecia- 
ble influence over the proceedings, We 
are not saying all this out of affection for 
the Tammany boss, for whom, as most 
people know, our regard is not ardent. 
Even him, though, we would not hear 
conaemned for crimes he did not commit, if 
for no other reason than that false accusa- 
tions or baseless insinuations against him, 
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instead of hastening his downfall, will only 
strengthen his supporters by exciting for 
him sympathy in a way deserved. The re- 
formers should think of these things and 
avoid mistakes like that committed by 
The Vigilant. The present supplies cam- 
paign material in abundance for their use, 
and they should not employ their en- 
deavors to no purpose or to bad purposes. 
—Ex-Gov. W. C. Oates of Alabama has 
contributed to The Birmingham Age-Herald 
a letter in which he expresses earnest op- 
position to the disfranchisement of negroes, 
as such. With the policy of restricting the 
exercise of the franchise privilege to men 
of fair intelligence and good character he 
declares his hearty sympathy, and he ad- 
mits that honest elections, which he @alls 
the basis of good government, are impos- 
sible in Alabama unless the ballot can be 
taken from the ignorant and corrupt, but 
he protests against the drawing of a race 
barrier around the polling booth and de- 
mands the application of the same tests 
to white and black alike. ‘‘The disfran- 
chisement of the whole negro race,” writes 
the ex-Governor, ‘“ would be unwise and 
unjust. They constitute a large minority 
of our State population—over 800,000. 
Among them are many honest, industrious, 
and good citizens, capable of fairly under- 
standing the issues of a campaign and for 
what they would be called upon to vate. 
Such men are patriotic. When volunteers 
are wanted to fight our battles, they fur- 
nish their quota. Some have acquired prop- 
erty, and pay their taxes. * * * Who 
will say that BOOKER WasHINGTON, COUN- 
CILL, GRANT, CALHOUN, and hundreds of 
other citizens of Alabama shall not vote if 
they choose? No one can deny their intel- 
ligence and qualification. Shall they be 
excluded merely because they belong to 
the colored race? I say no.’ Educational 
and property qualifications are not ap- 
proved by the ex-Governor. He would dis- 
franchise, without regard to race, the felon, 
the man of notoriously bad character, the 
man who does not pay his poll tax, the 
man who sells his own vote or buys that 
of another, and all who cannot understand 
the Constitution when it is read to them. 
By the passage of laws to this effect he 
believes that the end to be desired in the 
Southern States—the disfranchisement of 
the ignorant and corrupt negro majority— 
would be accomplished, but they and others 
would thereby be incited to make them- 
Selves better citizens, and so no excuse 
would be given for decreasing the repre- 
sentation of the South in Congress. 





MR. ROONEY REPLIES TO RUSS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I read with pleasure and amusement the 
letter in your to-day’s issue from my 
anonymous critic, ‘‘ Russ,’”’ in reply to my 
communication condemning Lord Kitchen- 
er’s reconcentrado order and policy in 
South Africa. ‘‘ Russ” hurls at me the aw- 
ful charge that I am an Irishman. I can- 


not, if I would, reply in kind, as “‘ Russ” 
takes the precaution not to sign his real 
name. Can it be that ‘‘ Russ ’”’ hides a Rus- 
sian, or is it “‘rus in urbe ’’? In any event, 
I must commend my anonymous critic’s 
good judgment in not defending the recon- 
centrado system of Lord Kitchener over his 
own name in an American city. As for my 
being an Irishman, I am not, nor was my 
father before me, but I have the honor of 
being descended from that race the very 
mention of whose name is a reproach, con- 
fessed by generation after generation of 
liberal statesmen in England, to the boast-

ed civilization of the British Government. 
The fact that Edmund Burke and Sheridan, 
our steadfast friends during the Revolution, 
were Irishmen does not diminish American 
gratitude to their memory or lessen their 
claims t6 the affectionate regard of man- 
kind. we has the nobte attitude of Charles 
Jamés Fox; the Earl of Chatham, and Pitt 
dimmed ‘the halo about their names. 

“ Russ" does not deny the existence of 
Kitchener’s reconcentrado system in South 
Africa—my main contention; but he pro- 
ceeds to show that “clearing the countr 
of inhabitants and food”’ is really an ‘“ ad- 
mirable #ystem."’ ‘Instead of being con- 
demned for this humane policy,’ he says, 
“Lord ‘Kitchener merits, and should re- 
ceive, cominendation ’’! This ‘ humane pol- 
{ey ’ consists of ‘taking within the mili- 
tary lines the inhabitants and the food 
supplies.’’ Such a policy needs only to be 
stated to be condemned by impartial jus- 
tice. It must be perfectly clear that herd- 
ing—concentrating—200,000 women, old men, 
and children in military camps, 1,200 miles 
from the bases of food supply at the sea 
and in such a climate, can result only in 
terrible suffering and death. Yet ‘ Russ,” 


my anonymous critic, calls it an “ admir- 
able system’! 

*Russ’’ says I “ transcend the limits of 
modesty ’’ when I condemn such practices, 
as a Christian, and say that God will 
avenge such wrongs, and ‘‘ Russ ”’ adds that 
God, ‘‘in His divine wisdom, would prob- 
ably not select Rooney as His representa- 
tive on earth,’’ Conscience makes every 
man the representative of God on earth, 
Nor is my conscience in revolt against this 
policy of Kitchener in Africa and compla- 
pl toward our own performances in the 
Jast. 

Finally, permit me to quote for the bene- 
fit of “ Russ” and all the apologists of 
national greed and conquest the words of a 
great Englishman, John Ruskin, the latch- 
ets of whose shoes the modern jingoes are 
not worthy to loose: 

No matter who rules a country, no matter 
what it is officially called, or how it is formally 
divided, eternal bars and doors are set to it by 
the mountains and seas, eternal laws enforced 
over it by the clouds and stars. The people that 
are born on it are its people, be they a thousand 
times again and ggain conquered, exiled, or 
captive. The stranger cannot be its King, the 
invader cannot be its possessor, and, although 
just laws, maintained whether by the people or 
their conquerors, have always the appointed good 
and strength of justice, nothing is permanently 
helpful to any race or condition of men but the 
spirit that is in their own hearts, kindled by the 
love of their native land,

New American Comedy Acted by a 
New Stock Company. 











“The Climbers,” by Clyde Fitch, Pro- 
duced at the Bijou Theatre by 
Amelia Bingham—Gossip 
of the Stage. 





‘‘ The Climbers,” a new comedy, (or, in the 
popular phraseology, ‘ comedy-drama,’’) 
treating of social life in our own environ- 
ment and in the present hour, was splen- 
didly acted for the first time at the Bijou 
Theatre last night by a company organ- 
ized by Amelia Bingham. The house was 
crowded, and there were evidences on every 
hand that the occasion had been regarded 
beforehand as one of,uncommon importance 
by many persons who have the best inter- 
ests of the stage at heart. 

Such an occasion, indeed, it turned out to 
be. The play, if not exactly an epoch- 
maker, is, for three of the four acts, an ex- 
ceedingly smart and welcome addition to 
our small stock of modern American plays. 
It is, in those episodes, reasonably true to 
both the spirit and the surface facts of the 
life around us, is remarkably ingenious and 
novel in its employment of pictorial de- 
vice, is piquant in its use of wit and hu- 
mor; evolves in its action at least one 
scene, with a suddenly darkened stage, 
which may fairly be called a “ thriller,” 
and rises, through a series of fine and 
strong emotional passages, to a powerful 
and moving penultimate climax in its third 
act. 

It will probably be said of its humorous 
scenes, by some of the old-stagers, that 
they are flippant. A vulgar but prodig- 
iously wealthy youth named Trotter, who 
is said to employ a shop window dresser 
to set the table for him when he gives 
a dinner; the leader of one of the “ fast 
sets’ in society, an unmarried woman with 
a spectacular vocabulary and a character 
just faintly open to suspicion; a slangy, 
frivolous girl, and half a dozen social chat- 
terers are concerned conspicuously in these 
scenes. 

One of them represents a gay Christmas 
dinner in a fine modern mansion, with no 
lights except the candles on. the board; an- 
other is the succeeding Christmas tree fes- 
tival, interrupted by an incident of almost 
tragic import. 

The play begins with the return of a 
vain and shallow widow and her three 
daughters in deep mourning from the fash- 
ionable funeral of the husband and father. 
The sincere grief of two of the daughters, 
held in check by their good sense and 
taste; the vanity and thoughtlessness of the 
widow and her youngest daughter make 
up a scene novel, touching, and infused 


with a sort of bitter humor. The sale to 
condoling friends of new gowns that cannot 
be worn in the period of mourning is one of 
the satirical episodes. The fact that the 
man died bankrupt is presently revealed, 
and then follows the revelation of the dis- 


honesty of the son-in-law, the husband of 
the heroine. 

He is threatened with disgrace. The ef- 
forts of his wife to shield him and to save 
him, for the sake of her son, lead to the 
serious action of the play. Most of the 
ether personages are more or less in- 
volved in the financial operations of the 
protagonist. 

There is, of course, another man (that 
inevitable college chum and “ best man” 
at the wedding,) who secretly loves the 
wife. All playgoers know this estimable 
gentleman, the tenderness of his heart, the 
depth of his affection, and his wonderful 
power as an adjuster of all difficulties in 
a crisis. But it is in the unhackneyed man- 
ner of his treatment of this very character 
that the greatest strength of Mr. Fitch's 
new play lies: 

The scene in which Edward Warden, in 
a moment of tumultuously passionate self- 
revelation, induces a supposedly heartless 
woman of the world to forego a chance for 
revenge and petty social triumph is one of 
the best scenes ever written by a modern 
dramatist. 

It is wonderfully well acted, too, by Rob- 
ert Edeson and Clara Bloodgood. The man 
has never before struck the note of pas- 
sion so firmly and convincingly. The va- 
riety of tone, the aptness and verity in the 
woman’e acting, cannot fail to enhance 
her artistic repute. 

The succeeding scene of three, between 
the wife, the husband, and the lover, which 
closes the act, is stronger in a purely the- 
atrical sense, and therefore serves, but it 
is more artificial and less reasonable. The 
play falls off in the last act. Unless this 
act can be rewritten, the play will prob- 
ably fail. 

Miss Bingham carries the arduous role 
of the young wife with grace and dignity 
and sufficient power. Frank Worthing is 
absolutely in his element in the complex 
role of the ruined speculator. What good 
there is in the man, his affection and his 
self-contempt, he denotes clearly, while he 
indicates vividly also the superficial traits 
of the operator who takes “ big chances.’’ 

Mr. Worthing’s is the histrionic triumph 
in the thrilling dark scene, in which the 
lights are turned out so that he may tell 
the truth about his misdoings without feel- 
ing the condemning gaze of the listeners. 
There is more than a hint of trickery in 
the episode, of course, but it will probably 
serve. 

For the rest, Annie Irish is admirable as 
a sensible, good-hearted woman of the 
world; Minnie Dupree as piquant as ever 
in the role of an incorrigible girl, Ferdi- 
nand Gottschalk diverting as the ‘ dodo- 
bird,”” and no part is badly acted. The 
scenery, dressing, and decorations are all 
exactly right. Mr. Physioc’s three interiors 
and Mr. Ernest Albert's view of the yard 
of the Hermitage at William’s Bridge (Hop- 
kinson Smith’s ‘‘ Laguerre’s’’) in a snow- 
storm are admirable pictures. 

Miss Bingham made a pré@ty and touch- 
ing and carefully studied speech after Act 
IIl., and Mr. Fitch was called to the front 
many times and forced at last to say he 
thought he had better not make a speech. 

The fourth act, with its suicide, was ob- 
viously not liked by the audience so friend- 
ly in the early part of the evening, and the 
curtain fell in silence. But a play that 
holds the attention three-quarters of. its 
length can generally be saved. “* The Climb- 
ers’ is too long, anyhow. 

But clearly Miss Bingham deserves the 
cordial support of the public. She still has 
many obstacles to overcome in spite of her 
ownership of this new play and her control 
of a company of competent and interesting 
actors. This community esteems itself clev- 
er, but it is often slow to recognize merit 
and frequently permits itself to be deceived 
by charlatang. 

The theatre now occupied by Miss Bing- 
ham and her associates is clean and bright 
and centrally situated. It has modern appli- 
ances ahd its stage is large enough for 
such plays as ‘“‘ The Climbers.” But t*2 
house has been associated with acrobatic 
farce and buffoonry, its long and narrow 
audience room doés not seem cozy, and its 
name, when associated with serious drama, 
seems silly. Nevertheless, no other play- 
house being available, Miss Bingham has 
gone just the right way to work to do 
something worth doing for the sake of dra- 
matie art. She has secured the best new 
play she could find, and has employed a 
company of good actors.

Grétry died in 1813, and 
his ‘“‘Cephale et Procris’’ was first per- 
formed in 1773. So the audience of yester- 
day afternoon heard three novelties, all 
over a century old. And charming novel- 
ties they were, too. The Cherubini over- 
ture is not so important a work as his fa- 
miliar overture to ‘‘ Anacreon,” but it is 
characteristic and richly scored. It was 
admirably played, and it sounded quite 
brilliant in the small theatre. Transferred 
to a large hall it would undoubtedly lose 
some of its effect. se 
The Mozart work was well worth bring- 
ing forward.

A Young Italian Pianist Heard- ta 
Carnegie Hall. 


Enrico Toselli, announced as “Italy’sgreat 
pianist,” made his first appearance in Amere« 
ica yesterday afternoon at Carnegie Halt 
in a recital programme. The list of pieces: 
was as follows: Toccata and fugue, Bach- 
Tausig; a musette and a gavotte, arranged 
by Martucci on airs by Handel; the Rubin- 
stein study on false notes, Chopin’s E flat 
nocturne, ‘‘ Berceuse,’’ and A flat polon- 
aise; Liszt's ‘‘ Liebestraum,” and a toccata 
and a tarantelle by Martucci. Mr. Toselli 
was born nineteen years ago at Nice, 
At twelve years of age he became a pupil 
of Sgambati, and afterward he studied for 
a short time under Martucci. He made 
his début four years ago, and is said to 
have stirred his excitable countrymen to 
great enthusiasm. He subsequently played 
in France and England, and his press agent 
says he was praised in those countries 
just as heartily as he was in Italy. There’ 
is room here for the proverbial grain of 
salt. In Italy the piano has not figured 


in the musical Renaissance, in which the 
young school of opera composers have 
been so conspicuous, and in which Sgame- 
bati and Martucci have had some share, 
It would not be difficult, perhaps, to make 
a noise in the sunny land of song with 
strong wrists and agile fingers. ut in 
France and England they hear great pian-;

- British War Office Will Enlist 5,000 
Volunteers. 





Various Commands Believed to be Join- 
ing De Wet— Mining Companies 
Must Pay and Feed Guards. 





LONDON, Jan. 16.—The Government has 
decided to send large reinforcements to 
Lord Kitchener, and the War Office in 
carrying out this decision has determined 
to enlist 5,000 yeomanry volunteers, 

At a meeting held at the War Office 
yesterday afternoon this plan and others 
for securing more men were discussed and 
approved, and it is understood that the 
Government will in the course of a day or 
two issue a communique on the subject. 

Indications are not wanting that the de- 
cision of the Government to send rein- 
forcements has not been taken a moment 
too soon. Col. Colville’s mobile column, 
which has been pursuing the Boers, has 
been obliged to rest at Greylingstad, to 
erect a blockhouse, and to cease opera- 
tions until reinforced by mounted troops. 


Murraysburg is sixteen miles west of Graaf 
Reinet. 

Gen. Paget has taken his force to Pre- 
toria for refitting. Many of the men are 
suffering from enteric fever. 

Three hundred Boers captured a small 
British convoy at Bronkhurstspruit, near 
Pretoria, but made off after liberating the 
prisoners. 

Gen. Brabant, while addressing a con- 
ference of Mayors at Cape Town, said the 
authorities were anxious to keep the war 
away from Cape Town if possible, but that 
the only hope of doing this lay in sending

De Wet Infuriated at Paul Botha, the 
Author of a Book Bitterly 
Attacking Krueger. 


KROONSTAD, Orange River Colony, Jan. 
14.—The success of the Burgher Peace Com- 
mittee in distributing among the republic- 
ans Paul Botha’s book, “From Boer to 
“‘Boer,”’ has infurnited Gen. De Wet. 

It is reported that De Wet swears that 
he will shoot the author at the first oppor- 
tunity. 





The Daily Mail (London) published on 
Dec. 6 a number of extracts from Paul 
Botha’s book. The author is a member of 
the Free State Rand, and is described in 
The Daily Mail as a “typical, rugged, in- 
telligent, and upright Boer.”’ 

Mr. Botha makes a bitter attack on ex- 
President Kriiger, who, he declares, has 
caused all the troubles of the burghers, 
The only way, he says, that he can explain 
the mystery of the admiration for Kriiger 
abroad is because ‘‘a veil of romance has 
grown round that rugged old man, and Eu- 
rope, being 6,000 miles away, accepts him 
as seen through the eyes of his duped 
burghers.”’ 

“Let me,” says Mr. Botha, “tear this 
veil of faise romance from him. * * * We 
know him—an avaricious, unscrupulous, and 
hypocritical man, who sacrificed an en- 
tire people to his cupidity. His one aim and 
object was to enrich himself, and he used 
every means to this one end. He used the 
Transvaal as a milch cow for himself and 
his following.”’ 

Mr. Botha then goes on to speak of the 
immense sums of money obtained by the 
Transvaal Government from the sale of 
monopolies, and asks: 

‘a at benefit has the country derived 
from anv of these? Are there any institu- 
tions for the public benefit in the Trans- 
vaal, such as schools, universities, indus- 
trial institutions, public works, roads, or 
railways to justify the vast expenditure of 
money?

autographs here to-day, brought $1,750.

An_ autograph of the Rey. John Eliot, 
the Indian Apostle, sold for $61. An ac- 
count of Lovewell’s fight at Pequaket, in 
1725, written by Elaser Melvin, a partici- 
pant in the fight, brought $31, and an old 
book which ‘was worth possibly a few 
cents of itself, but which had “ Nathan 
Hale’s book, 1768,’ written on the fly- 
leaf, was sold, after some lively bidding, 
for $150, to Goodspeed of this city. 

A page letter written by Benjamin Frank- 
lin brought $40, and a military order issued 
by Col. Benjamin Church was sold for 
$70. A broadside issued by the Provincial 
Congress at Watertown, in 1775, was sold 
for $65. One of the parliamentary blue 
Stamps which caused so much trouble un- 
der the act of 1765 was sold for $20. 

Primarily, however, the sale is one of 
prints, and promises to be one of the most 
remarkable of the kind ever held in this 
coultry, as there are some very fine and 
rare Washington prints to be disposed of. 
An inlaid print of John André, taken from 
the rare Hibernian Magazine, of which the 
British Museum contains only an imperfect 
copy, was sold to J. O. Wright for $27.

PUBLIC ACCOUNTANTS’ MEETING 





Officers Elected and Speeches Made at 
the Annual Dinner.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


Bear traders became more aggressive 
in the stock market yesterday than on 
any day since election, and by concerted 
raids in a number of specialties, notably 
the steel group, succeeded in causing 
some sharp declines and in producing an 
appearance of weakness in the rest of 
the market, though they did not succeed 
in forcing any liquidation. Of news de- 
velopments influencing to the lower 
prices there was none. On the contrary, 
all the news of the day was considered 
good. There was a sharp decline in 
sterling exchange, removing in large 
measure the probability of gold exports 
in the immediate future; a number of 
stocks in the steél. group declared divi- 
dends, that of Tin Plate being unexpect- 
edly favorable; the admission of new in- 
terests into Lehigh Valley disclosed fur- 
ther the growing policy of community of 
interest‘among the-ceal roads, Erie and 
Jersey Central officials being admitted 
to the Lehigh board; while evidence of 
the prosperity of the railroads of the 
country—borne out by the increased divi- 
dends last week on Louisville and Nash- 
ville; and Delaware and Hudson—was 
presented in the first declaration, 2 per 
cent. on the common stock of Buffalo, 
Rochester and Pittsburg. 

But as a matter of fact no attention 
whatever was given to these develop- 
ments. Instead, the bears put out a 
variety of unfavorable rumors calculated 
to depress market values, one of them, 
which broke Federal Steel 7 points and 
naturally affected the rest of the mar- 
ket, being to the effect that the Direct- 
ors of the company at their meeting in 
the late afternoon purposed to take no 
action on the common stock dividend?

BREAK IN STEEL STOCKS 


Weakness in Face of Three Com- 
panies’ Favorable Dividends. 


Tin Plate and Federal Steel. Drop 


Sharply Under Bear Pressure— 
Former Company Elects Officers. 


In the face of favorable dividend action 
on the part of the Directors of three com- 
panies {n the so-called steel group—Amer- 
ican Tin Plate, Federal Steel, and National 
Tube—Wall Street was yesterday treated 
to the sight of decided weakness in the 
entire steel group, with especial heaviness 
in two of the issues in which the most 
favorable developments were announced. 

In Tin Plate, for example, the Directors 
met during the day and declared a divi- 
dend of 8 per cent. on the stock—a full 3 
per cent. more than had been expected— 
while at the same time an excellent state- 
ment of earnings was submitted.

More striking even was the course of 
Federal Steel Dividend action on’ the stock 
was to be taken after the close of the mar- 
ket, but some time ago there had been 
given official assurance that a lump divi- 
dend ot 5 per cent. for the past year was 
certain to be declared, and it was intimated 
alse that action might be taken looking to 
the establishing of the stock on a regular 
quarterly dividend basis.

THE PLANT WILL GONTEST | 


Widow of the Millionaire Seeks to 
Set Aside the Instrument. 


Alleged that It Was Drawn in Violation 
of Law—Estate Now Worth 
$17,000,000. 


The estate of Henry Bradley Plant, which 
is valued at $17,000,000, is the prize in a 
legal battle which is being fought before 
Justice Leventritt in the Special Term, 
Part III., of the Supreme Court. 

The widow is trying to have the will set 
aside. 

The widow is contesting the 
husband on the ground that the third 
‘codicil to it was illegally drawn. By the 
provisions of the third and last codicil the 
heirs of the six-year-old grandson of the 
testator are made the residuary legatees 
of the vast estate left by Mr. Plant, and 
the estate cannot be distributed until the 
youngest son of this grandson reaches the 
age of twenty-one years. 

If offered for probate in the State of 
New York this will would be declared in- 
valid. Connecticut is the only State in the 
Union, it is said, where such an instrument 
would be held legal and binding. 

By the terms of the will the widow and 
Morton F. Plant, a son by a former mar- 
riage, are given an allowance of $50,000, a 
year each. If the will is probated in New 
York the entire estate will pass into the 
hands of these two persons. The son, Mor- 
ton F. Plan‘, as one of the trustees of his 
father’s peculiar will, is nominally a de- 
fendant in the suit. Mr. Plant makes no 


gecret of the fact that his sympathies are 
entirely with the plaintiff. New York State 
laws do not permit a testator to establish 
a trust lasting for more than two genera- 
tions. The testator went to Connecticut a 
few days before his death and, the plaintiff 
alleges, with fraudulent intent claimed cit- 
izenship there, having a desire to circum- 
vent and evade the laws of New York 
State, of which State he had been a resi- 
dent for many years. 

Mrs. Margaret J. Plant, who will come 
into the possession of about $7,000,000 if 
he wins her suit, is a woman of middle 
age. She was one of the early arrivals at 
court yesterday, and was accompanied by 
@ party of friends, including Henry Sand- 
ford, former President of the Adams Ex- 
press Company, an intimate friend and 
associate of her late husband. There were 
two members of the clergy and several 
Women with Mrs. Plant. 

The plaintiff was represented by At- 
torneys William D. Guthrie, John E. Par- 
sons, Noel Gale, and ex-Judge Henry E. 
Stoddart of New Haven. The four defend- 
ants in the suit, Lynde Harrison, Morton 
Freeman Plant, George H. Tilley, and Rob- 
ert G. Erwin, were represented by Attor- 
neys L. C. Ledyard and Maxwell Evarts. 
Henry S. Wardner appeared as guardian 
ad litem for the infant defendant. 

Mrs. Plant set forth in her complaint 
that her husband died on June 23 last, three 
days after he executed, at New Haven, 
Conn., the third and last codicil to his will. 
He was eighty years old at the time and 
had a permanent home at 586 Fifth Ave- 
nue, this city. 

In their answer the defendants set forth 
that the United States Court has final 
jurisdiction over the matters involved; that 
the plaintiff should have applied to the 
Probate Court of the State of Connecticut 
for relief; that the will and the codicils 
were properly probated in the State of Con- 
necticut, and that Mr. Plant was a legal 
resident of that State at the time of his 
death 

Attorney William D. Guthrie 
opening address for the plaintiff. He told 
of the visit of Mr. Plant to his country 
home at Bramford, and of his sudden ill- 
ness. Mrs. Plant did not know that her 
husband had acquired citizenship in Con- 
necticut until she appeared before the 
Judge there. The estate of Mr. Plant, the 
lawyer said, had largely increased in value, 
and now amounts to about $17,000,000. 

Maxwell Evarts, for the defendants, made 
a motion to dismiss the case on the grounds 
that the decree of a court of another State 
could not be set aside; that the judgment 
of the Connecticut court must stand until 
it was reversed. Mr. Evarts contended 
that there was not the slightest proof of 
fraud in connection with the will, but if 
there was such, the plaintiff must go to 
the courts of the State where the judgment 
was given to prove it. Because the plaint- 
iff had invoked the judgment of the Con- 
necticut courts, Mr. Evarts claimed that 
those courts had jurisdiction of the par- 
ties, 

At the opening of the afternoon session 
Mr. Evarts resumed his argument for a 
dismissal of the case. It was 3 o'clock 
when Mr. Evarts closed, and Mr. Guthrie 
rose to reply. In his argument Mr. Guthrie 
said that the plaintiff desired to secure a 
judgment as to the domicile of Mr. Plant, 
and that having been secured, he thought 
that the courts of Connecticut would give 
all the relief necessary. The fact that Mr. 
Plant had died with assets in New York 
made it necessary for the courts here to 
consider the question of his domicile. 

Mr. Evarts replied to the argument of 
the defendants’ counsel. His remarks were 
cut short by the adjournment of the court. 
Mr. Evarts will resume his argument when 
the court opens this morning. 


MISS LOUISE SCHAEFER BURIED 


Was Thought to be Dead Jan. 3, but 
Revived—Expired on Sunday. 


Miss Louise Schaefer, formerly a teacher 
in Public School No. 25, in Fifth Street, was 
buried yesterday from her home, at 140 
East One Hundred and Twelfth Street. 
This was the second time that the under- 
taker was called upon to prepare her for 
burial. The young woman had gastro-en- 
teritis, and was so low on Jan. 3 that her 
father, who, with a servant, was alone in 
the house with her, thought she was dead. 

Dr. U. 8S. Ward of 1,808 Lexington Avenue 
was called in and administered powerful 
restoratives which brought her gradually to 
consciousness, but when he returned in 
about an hour to note the effect of the 
drugs he found the undertaker on the prem- 
ises and dismissed him with an explanation.

~ MARINE KILLED BY A BLOW. 


Private Stafford Denounced the Army 
and Navy and Bartender Henry 
Resented it. 

After creating a disturbance in a saloon 
at 129 Bowery at midnight Monday night, 
John Stafford, twenty-six years old, a pri- 
vate in the United States Marine Corps, 
attached to the Brooklyn Navy Yard, was 
killed by a blow on the chin struck by 
John Henry, the bartender of the place, 
who was attempting to eject him. Henry 

escaped. 

Stafford, who was on shore leave, became 
intoxicated and entered the saloon about 
11:30 o’clock in an ugly humor, according 
to the stories told to the police by wit- 
nesses. He denounced everything Ameri- 
can, and particularly the army and navy., 


He declared that the marines were slaves 
anu were treated like dogs by their offi- 
cers. Then he declared himself to be an 
Irishman, and announeed that he could 
whip any American or. Englishman living. 
He finally became sd violent and noisy that 
Henry, the bartender, attempted to eject 
him. in the struggle Henry struck Staf- 
ford a violent’ blow on the chin. The ma- 
rine released his hold and, staggering 
backward, fell to the floor unconscious. 

Henry then put on his coat and hat and 
left the place. Stafford remained uncon- 
scious, and finally a policeman was sum- 
moned. The officer in turn sent for an 
ambulance. The surgeon pronounced the 
marine dead. He said that only an autop- 
Sy could determine the exact cause of 
death. Six detectives of the Eldridge Street 
Station were sent out to look for Henry, 
but he has not yet been found. The police 
arrested five men who were in the place 
at the time of the disturbance and held 
them as witnesses. 


CANNOT PROBATE WILL. 


A Witness Declares that the Testator 
Had Not Power to Sign Instrument. 


Surrogate Thomas yesterday denied the 
probate of q will on the grounds that it 
had either been signed after the testatrix 
was dead, by placing the pen in her hand, 
or else it was signed, or rather marked, 
with cross when she was unconscious. 
This pecullar condition of affairs was de- 
veloped at the contest over the will of 
Sophia Pelkington, who died at her resi- 
dence, 409 West Broadway, on Novy. 16 last. 
In her will, executed the same day, the 
testatrix left all her property to her broth- 
er, George Pelkington. Elizabeth Brown, 
a sister, contested the will on the ground 
of fraud. The testimony disclosed the fact 
that the will had actually been drawn ac- 
cording to Miss Peikington’s request, but 
that she became so ill before she could 
sign the paper that her name was placed 
on it and arrangements made to have her 
make a cross. 

Mrs. Jennie O’Connor, a witness to the 
will, testified that before the will was ex- 
ecuted by Miss Pelkington she was seized 
by a violent fit of vomiting and immedi- 
ately expired. 

‘“*I was then told,’’ said the witness, ‘‘ by 
George Pelkington to take hold of her hand, 
place a pen in it and guide it until her 
mark was made on the paper. I did so. 
Miss Pelkington was perfectly lifeless at 
the time. The whole thing was a put-up 
job, and I tell what happened, being: ready 
to accept any blame for my actions.’ 

An attempt was made on behalf of George 
Pelkington to show that Mrs. O’Connor 
claimed $450 for board and lodging sup- 
plied to Marcella Pelkington, the niece 
of the decedent, who is now in_ Ireland, 
and that she threatened unless she got it 
to break the will. 

Surrogate Thomas said he should deny 
probate, and that the will was fraudulently 
executed, as the old) woman was _ either 
dead or in such a state as to have no knowl- 
edge of what she was doing.

LEGAL NOTES. 


WoMAN ALIGHTING FROM A STREET (AR.— 
Sarah C. Smith as awarded a verdict for 
$5,000 by a jury, on the trial of her suit, in 
the Supreme Court, in Ulster County, 
against the Kingston City Railroad Com- 
pany, for injuries she received while alight- 
ing from one of the company’s street cars. 


It appeared that Mrs. Smith’s dress caught 
upon the plunger, and that, before it was 
loosened, the car started and dragged her 
by the dress so attached. The Appellate 
Division, at Albany, affirmed the judgment, 
holding, in an opinion by Presiding Justice 
Parker, that a woman alighting from a 
street car should be given time enough to 
step off, and also to clear her skirts from 
any obstruction on the platform upon 
which they may have caught; if the con- 
ductor starts the car the instant she 
alights, before she has had time to release 
her skirts from such obstruction, and she 
is dragged along by the car and injured, 
the railroad company is held to be Hable 
for the injuries thus sustained. 

The Court held, also, that the fact that 
the passenger wore a dress so long that it 
would be likely to catch upon such appli- 
ances as necessarily extended above the 
platform, was not of itself negligence, as 
a matter of law.

INJURED BY THE FALL OF A CHIMNEY.— 
Catherine Kaiser brought suit in the Su- 
preme Court, in Albany, to recover dam- 
ages from Hiram 8S. Washburn for injuries 
she received by the falling upon her of 


bricks from a chimney on premises owned 
by him. A yard next to the house in which 
she resided adjoined a house owned by Mr. 
Washburn. While Mrs. Kaiser was in the 
yard she was injured by a shower of bricks 
which suddenly fell from the chimney. It 
appeared that for a year prior to the ac- 
cident, the chimney had been in a danger- 
ous condition; that Mr. Washburn did not 
occupy the house, and that three months 
before the accident he rented thé portion 
in which the defective chimney was located 
to a tenent. The Appellate Division, at 
Albany, has reversed the decision given on 
the trial, non-suiting the plaintiff, holding 
that it was a question for the jury whether 
Mr. Washburn, in the exercise of reason- 
able care, should have discovered and rem- 
edied the defect in the chimney. Proof of 
previous knowledge on the rt of Mrs. 
Kaiser of the defective condition of the 
chimney, the Court held, did not establish, 
as a matter of law, that she was guilty of 
contributory neyligence.

THE RAILROAD LAW AND RATE OF FARE. 
—Joseph Parker, who was a passenger on 
the Elmira, Cortland and Northern Rail- 
road on Feb, 25, 1895, from Freeville to 
Cortland, in this State, and was charged at 


the rate of nearly 4 cents a mile, brought 
suit against the railroad corporation in 
Tompkins County to recover a penalty of 
$50, and also 7 cents excessive fare, which 
it was claimed accrued to him under Sec- 
tion 39 of the Railroad law. That sec- 
tion enacts that any railroad corporation 
charging more than the lawful rate of fare, 
‘‘ unless such overcharge was made through 
inadvertence or mistake, not amounting 
to gross negligence,’’ should forfeit $50. 
The company contended that it might 
charge more than the 3 cents a mile pre- 
scribed by the Railroad law, under a pri- 
vate statute, enacted in 1872, allowing the 
Utica, Ithaca and Plmira Railroad Com- 
pany, whose road was afterward consoli- 
dated to make up the defendant corpora- 
tion, to charge 4 cents a mile. 

A judgment given on the trial in favor 
of the company was affirmed by the Ap- 
pellate Division, at Albany, and that de- 
cision is now — by the Court of Ap- 
peals; so that Parker not only loses 
his case, but is mulcted in heavy costs. 
Judge O’Brien, giving the unanimous de- 
cision of the court of last resort, holds 
that the special act authorizing a charge 
of 4 certs a mile was not repealed b 
the Railroad law, fixing the fare on suc 
roads at not exceéding 3 cents a mile. The 
sale of the road under foreclosure, its pur- 
chase by individuals for the purpose of 
vesting the title In another corporation, 
and its subecduant sonsolidation into a 
general system, dge, 0 rien says, did 
not impair the oon of the consolidated 
company to charge the rate of fare on the 
constituent line authorized by its original 
act.

BLINN’S CHILDREN TESTIFY. 


Tell of His Illness ont How He Came 
to Deed Away Property. 


The action in which Christian Blinn is 
trying to recover property worth $120,000 
from Julia Schwarz, which he alleges was 


deeded to her at the time his memory was 
a blank, some time between 1802 and 1805, 
is still on trial in the Supreme Court, be- 
fore Justice Truax and a jury. Blinn 
claims that he was sent to the sanitarium 
at Flushing, and on his return from there 
three years later he found that nearly 
$1,000,000 worth of real estate had been 
deeded by him to various tenants of his 
property in Harlem. 

Christian Blinn, Jr., a son of the plaint- 
iff, testified that his father had a severe 
attack of the grip in 1889, and subsequent- 
ly went to Bermuda. He said that at that 
time the family lived at 465 West Fifty- 
fifth Street.

JUSTICE FOR THE: NEGRO. 


North Carolina’s Governor Says Since 
Blacks Cannot Vote Their Interests 
Must Be Safeguarded. 


RALEIGH, N. C., Jan. 15.--Charles B. 
Aycock was inaugurated to-day as Gov- 
ernor of North Carolina. In the course of 


his inaugural address he said: 

“I shall confidently expect you gentle- 
men of the Legislature, without regard to 
party, to frame an election law fair in 
every purpose, clear in every detail, and to 
provide machinery by which every man 
qualified under our Constitution shall be 
able to vote and shall know that his vote is 
effective. We can have safety, security, 
and integrity on no other basis. 

“The white people owe a high duty to 
the negro. It was necessary to the safety 
of the State to base suffrage on capacity 
to exercise it wisely. The result is exclu- 
sion of a great aumber of negroes from the 
ballot, but their right to life, liberty, prop- 
erty, and justice must be even more care- 
fully safeguarded than ever. It is true 
that a superior race cannot submit to the 
rule of a’ weaker race without injury; it is 
also true that the strong cannot oppress the 
weak without destruction. 

* We are intrusted with power not for our 
good alone, but for the negro as well. We 
hold our title to power by tenure of service 
to God, and if we fail to administer equal 
and exact justice to the negro whom we de- 
prive of suffrage, we shall in the fullness 
of time lose power ourselves, for we must 
know that the God who is love trusts no 
people with authority for the purpose of 
enabling them to do injustice to the weak.’ 


A QUEER WILL CONTEST. 


Frederick Martin Did ‘Not Know His 


Wife Had So Large an Estate. 


A contest of the will of Wilhelmina Mar- 
tin by her husband, Frederick Martin, a 
Brooklyn jeweler, is on trial in the Surro- 
gate’s Court. Martin did not know, until 
he was served with the citation, that his 
wife, who died two years ago, had left a 
will. He declared the document offered is 
a forgery. Mrs. Martin left over $12,000 
worth of diamonds and at least $15,000 in 
bank deposits. The alleged will bequeathes 
all to her children by a former marriage. 
They claim that the estate of their mother 
was worth at least $50,000. 

Mrs. Martin's first husband was 


August Christleman, a_ carpenter. Two 
children, Wilhelmina Christleman Knab 
and E. A. Christleman, were born of this 
marriage. Mr. Christleman died in 1891 
and his widow married Frederick Martin, 
the jeweler, about two months later. After 
her death, in 1899, Mr. Martin, who had 
for seventeen vears kept a jewelry store on 
Avenue B, married Mrs. Weitlauf, a widow. 
The couple soon removed to Brooklyn, 

where Mr. Martin opened a jewelry store. 

The alleged will, which, was filed by W. 
8. Katzenstein, counsel. {s dated Sept. 15, 
1896, and gives the entire property to the 
Christleman children. 

Mr. Martin said last night: ‘“‘I never 
knew that my wife had so much money and 
so many diamonds. In my answer I stated 
positively that I did not believe she ever 
executed such a will. and when the case 
comes up for a hearing before the Surro- 
gate on Feb. 4 I will be ready to show 
that I turned over to her children every- 
thing that she had. She closed out her 
only bank account before she was married 
to me. I will show that my dead wife had 
no such estate. There is something wrong 
about the entire matter.” 

Mr. Katzenstein, as counsel for the heirs, 
says that he believes they will make out 
their case. 


Louis A. Gourdain Discharged. 
Louis A. Gourdain, who was arrested 
three months ago for violating the lottery 
laws on the day of his release from the 
penitentiary, where he had been for nearly 


a year, was yesterday discharged on his 
own recognizance by Judge Cowing, upon 
motion of Assistant District Attorney 
Townsend. Gourdain during his imprison- 
ment in the Tombs issued subpoenas for 
over fifty well-known persons to attend 
his trial. 

Gourdain had opened an office at 1 Mad- 
ison Avenue, where he ran the Louisiana 
State Loan and Trust Company, which 
Capt. Price alleged was in violation of the 
lottery laws.
